Parallel  universe? 


I  got  to  thinking  about 
the  conséquences  of  UFOs 
coming  from  other  parallel 
universes  next  to  our  own, 
and  why  radiation  on  any 
given  landing  site  appears 
to  be  localized.  It  occur- 
red  to  me  that  perhaps  the 
lower  end  of  our  spectrum 
might  be  connected  in  s orne 
fashion  with  the  upper  end 
of  their  spectrum.  I  de- 
cided  to  investigate  this 
further  by  Consulting  my 
cousin  who  has  a  degree  in 
physics  and  according  to 
him,  this  was  an  extremely 
unlikely  possibility,  for 
a  number  of  reasons.  How- 
ever,  he  did  not  rule  out 
the  fact  that  I  may  hâve 
been  on  the  right  track. 

If  you  consider  the 
electromagnetic  band  as 
curved,  the  upper  and  low¬ 


er  portions  of  two  uni¬ 
verses  could  be  parallel 
with  each  other  so  that 
the  upper  part  of  our 
spectrum  coincides  with 
the  upper  part  of  their 
spectrum  and  the  lower 
with  the  lower  as  well.  He 
went  on  to  say  that  if 
they  were  Crossing  over  in 
this  manner  at  the  point 
where  the  two  coincide,  it 
was  more  likely  that  it 
would  be  at  the  lower  part 
rather  than  the  upper. 
When  we  are  in  the  normal 
living  range,  we  are  to- 
tally  undetectable  to  each 
other. 

Apparently,  if  such  is 
the  case,  the  Ufonauts 
hâve  discovered  a  method 
of  Crossing  over  without 
doing  any  appréciable  da¬ 
mage  to  their  tissues . 
This  might  help  to  explain 
why  any  radiation  at  a 
landing  site  is  confined 
to  the  circle  left  when 
the  object  lands.  I  seem 
to  recall  a  UFO  contactée 
case  in  which  one  of  the 
occupants  cautioned  an  ob¬ 
server  to  stay  fully  away 
until  the  craft  was  com¬ 
plété  ly  materialized. 

Since  it  is  well  known 
that  radiation  causes  da¬ 
mage  to  human  beings  the 
proximity  of  exposure  to 
the  disruptions  created  in 
the  electromagnetic  spec¬ 
trum,  would  détermine  the 
severity  of  the  physical 
effects.  If  one  was  too 
close,  death  would  resuit. 

This  theory  would  tend 
to  explain  why  UFOs  blink 
out  like  ghosts.  Once  they 
hâve  left  the  range  at 
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which  our  eyes  no  longer 
perceive  light,  they  be- 
come  invisible  even  if 
they  are  still  there.  They 
may  not,  however,  be  at 
the  cross-over  point  to 
retum  "home"  -  whatever 
that  may  be.  The  big  ques¬ 
tion  is  whether  they  util- 
ize  just  the  lower  end  of 
the  spectrum,  both  the  up- 
per  or  lower,  or  whether 
this  just  dépends  on  their 
degree  of  scientific  ad- 
vancement.  Any  materializ- 
ation  could  be  accompanied 
by  sound  in  either  the 
high  or  low  frequency 
range  which  would  consid- 
erably  disturb  animais  and 
cattle,  as  they  are  more 
sensitive  that  way  than  we 
are . 

It  may  be  that  the  cir- 
cular  or  spherical  nature 
of  the  craft  is  a  due  as 
to  how  they  operate.  One 
could  use  the  analogy  of  a 
diving  bell.  Because  it  is 
spherical,  the  inside 
pressure  balances  the  out- 
side  pressure.  Some  sort 
of  radiation  balancing  ef- 
fect  (to  use  this  expres¬ 
sion  for  lack  of  a  better 
term)  may  be  utilized.  It 
may  even  be  that  some  of 
the  occupants  hâve  a  de- 
vice  which  generates  a 
portable  field  around 
their  bodies,  rendering 
them  invisible  and  allow- 
ing  them  to  enter  houses, 
etc. ,  near  the  area  of  the 
landing  site  in  order  to 
observe  us  better.  There 
was  a  case  resembling  this 
in  the  1968  book  Flying 
Saucer  Invasion:  Target 

Earth  by  Brad  Steiger. 

Actually  the  scientists 
may  hâve  the  basic  facts 
right  now  to  construct  a 
workable  apparatus  for 
transporting  us  "there" 
(wherever  "there"  is) ,  but 
because  they  do  not  con- 
sider  UFOs  a  valid  subject 
they  are  losing  valuable 
time  and  scientific  know¬ 


ledge  . 

I  admit  that  much  of  my 
own  scientific  knowledge 
is  shaky,  and  I  may  be  in 
error  on  a  number  of 
points,  but  I  can  see  the 
outline  of  something,  I 
feel  that  we  cannot  afford 
to  ignore.

J  am  afraid  that  your 
concept  of  parallel  spect- 
ra,  either  upper  end  with 
upper  end  or  with  lower 
end  (both  of  which  you 
mention)  is  difficult  to 
comprehend  since  the  elec- 
tromagnetic  spectrum  is 
merely  a  bond  of  radiation 
of  continuously  increasing 
frequency.  The  concept  of 
a  parallel  universe  is  in- 
deed  one  that  merits  ex¬ 
ploration,  and  there  is 
spéculation  that  the  power 
of  the  human  rrtind  may  play 
a  significant  part  in 
achieving  an  inter-rela¬ 
tion  with  this  "other" 
universe,  implying  that 
there  may  be  more  than 
what  we  normally  call 
"physics"  involved. 

Several  re  se  archers, 
Thomas  E.  Bearden  for  one, 
are  looking  into  these 
areas.  Also,  you  may  find 
a  recent  article  in  the 
Noveniber  Scientific  Ameri¬ 
can  entitled  Quantum 
Theory  and  Reality  by  Ber¬ 
nard  D'Espagnat  (p.  158) 
of  interest.  How  this  ties 
in  with  UFOs  is  unknown, 
but  Ufologists  cannot  af¬ 
ford  to  overlook  this  area 
of  research. 

Another  interesting  ap- 
proach  was  suggested  by 
Canadian  Wilbert  B.  Smith, 
in  his  book  The  New  Sci¬ 
ence,  published  originally 
in  1964  and  re-issued  in 
19  78  by  Fenn-Graphic  Pub-

Adamski  again 


The  issue  Vol.  1,  No.  3, 
of  your  magazine  has  corne 
to  hand.  Since  I  hâve  not 
had  access  to  the  earlier 
issues  I  cannot  be  sure  of 
what  Mr.  Anstee  wrote,  but 
I  take  strong  exception  to 
Richard  W.  Heiden's  let- 
ter.

Since  the  UFO  phenomenon 
goes  way  beyond  the  3rd 
dimension  into  the  realms 
of  mat  and  de  mat,  astral 
travelling,  telepathy, 
gravity  repulsion,  and 
many  other  of  those  pheno- 
mena  which  corne  under  the 
heading  of  ESP  your  editor 
and  correspondents  would 
do  well  to  keep  an  open 
mind  toward  the  frontiers 
of  the  undiscovered  count- 
ry  of  the  higher  dimen¬ 
sions  .

Thankyou  for  your  com- 
ments.  I  cannot  agréé  with 
you  more  when  you  State 
that  the  UFO  phenomenon 
involves  aspects  that  go 
beyond  what  we  normally 
term  "physical"  or  "three- 
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dimensional",  into  the 
realm  of  what  is  commonly 
referred  to  as  ESP.  It 
would  seem  that  there  are 
many  aspects  involved,  and 
it  is  also  probable  that 
many  different  phenomena 
are  involved.  I  made  this 
clear  in  my  book  The  Miss- 
ing  Seven  Hours  where  I 
also  emphasized  the  neces- 
sity  for  investigators  to 
keep  an  open  mind. 

But  as  far  as  Adamski  is 
concemed,  those  who  hâve 
researched  his  background 
and  development  hâve  con- 
cluded  that  he  was  using 
the  popularity  of  the  UFO 
at  the  time  as  a  medium  by 
which  to  convey  his  phil¬ 
os  ophy  of  life,  a  philos  - 
ophy  which  he  had  pre- 
viously  tried  to  advance, 
but  with  little  success. 
In  the  1950s  he  had  set  up 
a  mystic  occult  group 
called  the  Royal  Order  of 
Tibet  which  did  not  last 
very  long.  In  1944  he 
wrote  a  science  fiction 
s  tory  describing  a  meeting 
with  aliens,  ,just  like  the 
one  he  claimed  actually 
took  place  near  Desert 
Center  eight  years  later, 
a  s  tory  he  submitted  to 
Amazing  Stories  Magazine 
(Heiden:  Wisconsin  Law  En- 
forcement  Journal,  Winter , 
1977,  p.  25,  published  by 
WLEOA,  475-7th  Street, 
Prairie  du  Sac,  Wisconsin, 
53578,  U. S. A.). 

According  to  J.  Gordon 
Melton,  an  ordained  Meth- 
odist  minister  who  is  di¬ 
re  ctor  of  the  Institute 
for  the  Study  of  American 
Religion  in  Evans  ton,  Ill¬ 
inois,  Adamski  simply 
dropped  Tibet  for  the  more 
popular  régions  of  outer 
space.  Quoted  in  The  San 
Diego  Union,  Sunday,  Feb. 
18,  1977,  Melton  said  "Ail 
you  do  is  say  that  ins  te  ad 
of  the  teaching  coming 
from  the  visiting  masters 


of  Tibet,  you  call  them 
space  brothers .  " 

Adamski  did  hâve  some 
genuine  UFO  sightings,  and 
one  of  them  proved  to  be 
his  downfall.  In  1958, 
three  years  after  his  book 
Inside  the  Space  Ships  was 
released  where  he  describ- 
ed  his  flying  saucer  trip 
to  the  back  of  the  moon 
(where,  by  the  way,  none 
of  our  astronauts  hâve  re- 
ported  seeing  the  cities, 
fores ts  and  lakes  which 
Adamski  claimed  were 
there),  he  became  excited 
when  a  UFO  hovered  over 
the  side  of  a  mountain  he 
and  others  were  on,  and 
was  quoted  as  saying  aft- 
erwards,  "That  was  the 
closest  I've  ever  been  to 
one  of  those  things". 
’Suddenly  his  face  showed 
shock  at  what  he  realized 
he  had  let  slip,  and  he 
quickly  added,  "Oh!  I 
mean,  of  course,  excepting 
when  I  been  inside! "..  .Ray 
Stanford ,  now  director  of 
the  UFO  research  organisa¬ 
tion  Project  Starlight  In¬ 
ternational,  was.  présent 
at  the  time  and  heard 
Adamski  make  this  state- 
ment.  '  (Heiden) . 

David  Stupple,  a  socio- 
logis  t  from  Eastem  Michi¬ 
gan  University,  who  has 
spent  considérable  time 
studying  contactées  such 
as  Adamski,  from  both  in¬ 
side  the  cuits  and  out- 
side,  suggests  that  rather 
than  being  "the  perpetrat- 
or  of  deliberate  hoaxes, 
Adamski  may  hâve  "created 
re  ali  ties  and  then  came  to 
believe  them  himself.  " 
(Fate,  January  19  79). 

Some  of  the  photographs 
Adamski  took  of  flying 
saucers  hovering  over  the 
Southern  slopes  of  Mount 
Palomar  hâve  been  computer 
analyzed  by  GSW  in  the 
U. S.,  and  revealed  as 
hoaxes.  Those  who  visited 


him  where  he  worked  on 
Mount  Palomar  say  that 
Adamski  seemed  more  inter- 
ested  in  selling  them  cop¬ 
ies  of  these  photos  than 
in  telling  about  his  al- 
leged  expériences. 

"In  Decerriber  of  1958, 
Adamski  claimed  that  while 
on  a  train  ride  from  Kan¬ 
sas  City  to  Davenport,  the 
train  stopped  for  ten  min¬ 
utes,  and  he  got  out  and 
completed  his  trip  in  a 
flying  saucer  which  was 
waiting  for  him.  Investi¬ 
gation  revealed  that  the 
train  did  not  make  such  a 
ten  minute  stop.  "  (Heiden) 

Even  though  Adamski  has 
been  dead  for  15  years  his 
influence  still  lingers, 
and  the  cuits  which  hâve 
sprung  up  around  his 
claims  hâve  proven  to  hâve 
dangerous  conséquences,  in 
that  they  allow  large  num- 
bers  of  people  to  corne  un¬ 
der  the  control  of  others. 

The  UFO  Education  Center 
in  Wisconsin  was  founded 
to  perpetuate  Adamski  's 
memory,  and  "claims  that 
Adamski  has  much  support 
from  a  number  of  sources. 
People  who  would  probably 
not  otherwise  believe 
Adamski  ’s  stories  are 
surely  impressed  by  these 
alleged  endorsements  of 
him.  However,  these  en¬ 
dorsements  are  not  true. 
The  center  ’s  flyer  states 
that  Adamski  was  the 
’first  to  présent  his  re- 
markable  teles  copie  évi¬ 
dence  to  the  U. S.  Senate 
and  Congress; .  .  . .the  only 
person  speaking  in  this 
field  ever  to  receive  the 
Golden  Medallion  from  Pope 
John  XXIII  for  his  humani- 
tarian  efforts’.  These 
claims  hâve  been  checked 
out  through  Sénat or  Gay- 
lord  Nelson  and  through 
the  Vatican.  They  are  com¬ 
plété  fabrications .  "  (Hei¬ 
den)  .

One  of  the  articles  in

der  for  it  to  do  so  it 
must  not  be  allowed  to 
contribute  to  the  formul¬ 
ation  of  bias  by  the  spec- 
ulator.”  Therefore,  the 
reader  should  keep  an  open 
imaginative  mind,  but  be 
sure  that  proof  précédés 
belief;  if  belief  cornes 
first,  proof  is  usually  a 
non-requisite . 

The  City  magazine  of  the 
Feb.  24  Toronto  Sunday 
Star  ran  a  well  written 
article  on  UFO  research  in 
Toronto  (pp.  8-14).  Both 
the  writer,  Andrew  Weiner, 
and  the  edi  tors  of  The 
City  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated  on  the  well-bal- 
anced,  objective  coverage 
they  gave  to  the  subject. 
On  the  other  hand  a  recent 
three  part  sériés  on  Tor¬ 
onto  f  s  CBC-FM  Ideas  pro- 
gram  was  about  ten  years 
out  of  date.  However,  re¬ 
cent  media  coverage  of 
Ufology  has  for  the  most 
part  been  improving. 
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While  many  ufologists 
hâve  never  had  a  sighting 
of  their  own,  almost  ail 
hâve  had  a  UFO  encounter 
of  a  different  kind.  That 
happens  when  s orne on e,  hav- 
ing  read  a  little  about 
flying  saucers,  starts  to 
become  an  enthusiast  and 
asks  the  ufologist  how  he 
can  leam  more. 

It  is  not  an  easy  en¬ 
counter  to  handle.  There 
are  scores  of  books  he 
might  read,  several  per- 
iodicals  to  which  he  might 
subscribe  and  perhaps  the 
ufologist  is  able  to  re- 
commend  a  group  he  might 
join.  Yet  ail  that  makes  a 
hodge-podge  sort  of  answer 
which  may  le ave  the  begin- 
ner  more  confused  than  in- 
formed . 

Now,  however,  I  hâve 
discovered  how  to  deal 
with  the  problem,  at  least 
in  part.  In  future,  should 
I  hâve  such  an  encounter, 
I  will  simply  say,  ”Read 
The  UFO  Connection  by  Ar¬ 
thur  Bray”. 

That  may  surprise  the 
author  as  much  as  anyone 
because  obviously  he  did 
not  intend  this,  his  se¬ 
cond  book,  as  a  primer  on 
the  subject,  and  a  primer 
it  certainly  is  not.  In- 
stead,  after  an  imagina¬ 
tive  backward  look  from 
the  future,  Bray  settles 
quickly  into  details  of 
the  UFO  business  (mostly 
Canadian)  ,  and  the  new- 
comer  will  hâve  to  hus- 
tle.  For  instance,  well 
before  the  halfway  point 
he  will  be  confronted  by 
the  involved  question  of 
”govemment  files”  where 
he  must  understand  the  au¬ 


thor f  s  frustration  as  ex- 
pressed  in  this  sample 
passage  : 

”fYou  can*t  see  these 
(Department  of  National 
Defence)  files  because  the 
names  of  the  witnesses  are 
confidential ,  f  I  was  told. 
fBut  NRC  lets  the  public 
see  their  files,*  I  count- 
ered,  ’and  so  does  DOC  so 
why  canft  I  see  yours?* 
'Well,  it  just  isn*t  our 
policy, f  said  Mr.  Chapin 
on  the  other  end  of  the 
line.  'We  hâve  never  let 
anyone  see  them  before.  f 
?Then  it*s  about  time  you 
did, 1  I  replied . ” 

Unlikely  though  it  may 
seem,  a  matter  like  gov- 
emment  files  is  good  pri¬ 
mer  mate rial.  First,  it 
helps  impress  on  the  be- 
ginner  that  ufologists  us¬ 
ually  hâve  a  favorite  to- 

pic.  In  this  case  Bray  is 
a  watchdog  on  possible 
govemment  secrecy  and  has 
notable  expérience  in  en- 
tering  obscure  chambers  of 
information . 

Second,  chapters  like 
this  help  discourage  over- 
e  âge  mess  which  sometimes 
make  the  pupil  sound  stu- 

pid.  I  am  sure  Art  Bray, 
like  others  of  us,  has  re- 
ceived  letters  that  simply 
say  in  effect,  ”Tell  me 
ail  you  know  about  space- 
ships!”  Nothing  is  less 
likely  to  draw  a  helpful 
answer.  While  ufology* s 
field  is  as  vast  and  ex- 
citing  as  the  universe,  it 
is  no  place  for  the  would- 
be  researcher  who  lacks 
patience  to  cope  with 
tires orne  detail.  Anyone 
with  an  ”0h,  boy!*'  ap- 
proach  in  mind  might  as

well  forget  it. 

As  it  happens,  however, 
Bray,  being  a  good  ufolo¬ 
gist,  leaves  no  doubt  that 
the  mystery  of  what* s  fly¬ 
ing  around  up  there  is  the 
main  point  of  attention. 
In  particular,  there  is  a 
chapter  titled  ”Passenger 
Train  in  the  Sky”  which 

takes  a  look  at  a  mystify- 
ing  parade  of  lights  (cal- 
led  ”meteors”  for  accept¬ 

ance  in  official  records) 
widely  seen  over  North 

America  in  1913.  While 

this  remarkable  sight  has 
been  discussed  in  a  varie- 
ty  of  publications,  Bray 
appropriately  gives  it  a 
place  in  his  book  because 
it  remains  a  fascinating 
and  puzzling  event  that 
occurred  largely  in  Cana¬ 
dian  skies.  His  report  of 
the  lights  has  a  vivid 
tou  ch,  as  in  this  excerpt: 

”Many  compared  them  to  a 
fleet  of  airships,  with 
lights  on  either  side  and 
forward  and  aft.  Others 
likened  them  to  great  bat- 
tleships  attended  by 
cruisers  and  destroyers. 
Still  others  thought  they 
resembled  a  brilliantly 
lighted  passenger  train 
travelling  in  sections, 
and  seen  from  a  distance 
of  several  miles. 

”A  distinct  rumbling 
sound  like  distant  thunder 
was  heard.  .  .  *' 

In  another  chapter  Bray, 
again  as  a  true  ufologist, 
deals  bravely  and  effect- 
ively  with  the  ever-recur- 
ring  question  of  a  ”para- 
llel  universe*'.  I  say 
bravely  because  discussion 
of  this  sort  can  lead  to 
areas  where  many  research-

A  sériés  of  UFO  sightings  in  Toronto  commenoing  on  Thursday  evening3  August  23 
1979  and  culminating  in  an  alleged  abduction  two  days  later  was  investigated  by  the 
Canadian  UFO  Research  Network  (CUFORN)  and  regorted  to  Journal  UFO  by  Lawrence  Fen- 
wick3  co-director  of  CUFORN .  The  following  article  contains  the  pertinent  aspects  of 
his  report.  (CUFORN1  s  other  two  co-directors  are  Joe  Muskat 3  who  did  most  of  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  this  case  3  and  Harry  Tokarz.)  Pseudonyms  hâve  been  used  in  the  report 
to  protect  the  privacy  of  the  primary  witnesses . 

The  encounters  took  place  less  than  a  mile  from  the  cityrs  northem  linrits.  Some 
new  housing  projects 3  including  high  rise  apartment  buildings 3  are  situated  in  the 
area3  but  there  are  still  several  areas  of  open  fields3  both  privately  and  govem- 
ment  owned.

AUGUST  2,  9 :  50  pm 


Sarah  Hines,  14,  and  two 
of  her  girlfriends,  Cathy 
and  Jackie,  were  playing 
in  the  school-yard  near 
their  homes  when  she  saw 
two  lights  hovering  low  in 
the  sky  near  some  high 
tension  power  lines  in  a 
nearby  field  owned  by  On¬ 
tario  Hydro.  The  girls 

headed  for  the  field,  but 
on  their  arrivai  the 
lights  rose  into  the  sky, 
one  heading  south,  the 
other  north.  Meanwhile, 

from  his  house  window, 
Cathy' s  father  also  saw 
one  of  the  lights.  Two 
minutes  later,  Cathy 
sighted  two  arrowhead- 

shaped  objects  which  ap- 
peared  to  be  moving  back- 
ward  from  the  northwest. 

A  minute  later  a  black 
cigar-shaped  object  with 
white  lights  around  the 


periphery  and  a  green 
light  at  one  end  appeared, 
emitting  a  sound  like  a 
generator  operating  at  low 
power.  It  was  followed  by 
an  arrowhead-shaped  UFO  at 
an  estimated  altitude  of 
500  feet. 

An  oval-shaped  object 
appeared  at  9:55  P.M., 

described  as  having  a 
green  haze  around  it,  and 
having  four  curved  legs 
longer  than  the  body  of 
the  object.  It  had  a  dull 
red  light  on  top,  red 
lights  along  the  bottom 
and  yellow  lights  around 
the  circumference ,  and  was 
reportedly  12-15  feet  in 
diameter  and  about  six 
feet  in  height,  excluding 
the  legs.  It  appeared  to 
hover  over  the  roof  of  the 
senior  public  school  two 
blocks  northwest  of  Sar¬ 
ah'  s  home,  and  was  also 
seen  by  another  girl, 
Jodi.  When  Jodi  approached 
the  wall  of  the  school, 
she  felt  paralyzed  and  be- 
gan  to  cry. 


By  this  time  there  were 
seven  teenagers  on  the 
school -grounds  who  were 
soon  joined  by  their  par¬ 
ents.  The  parents  reported 
having  seen  only  the  ar- 
rowhead  and  cigar-shaped 
objects,  but  not  the  oval- 
shaped  object  which  the 
teenagers  reported  "lifted 
off  the  roof  about  30 
feet,  hovered  again,  and 
then  dis appeared  from 
sight  when  its  lights  went 
out  at  10:05  P.M."  At  this 
time  the  sound  of  crick¬ 
ets,  which  had  ceased  dur- 
ing  the  incident,  was 
heard  again. 

Sarah,  who  daims  she 
normally  sleeps  only  four 
or  five  hours  a  night, 
slept  for  twelve  hours 
that  e venin g. 

AUGUST  3,  9:50  pm 


The  same  people  plus 
Cathy 's  mother,  a  friend 
Bill  and  Jackie 's  brother 
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went  to  the  same  field  to 
the  east  of  the  school- 
grounds .  Again  the  sounds 
of  life  in  the  field  seem- 
ed  to  stop.  No  cars  were 
seen  or  heard  on  the  nor¬ 
mally  busy  Street,  which 
leads  to  Buttonville  Air- 
port  three  miles  to  the 
north.  They  reported  see- 
ing  an  oval  object  the 
size  of  a  football  field 
at  a  300  foot  élévation. 
It  was  fiat,  dark  and 
solid-appearing,  with 

large  checkered  patterns 
and  three  large  "fans"  of 
50  feet  in  diameter  be- 
neath.  The  entire  object 
tumed  over  slowly,  rose, 
and  headed  south  very 
slowly. 

At  10  P.M.  Bill  and 
Jackie' s  brother  observed 
two  large  arrowhead  ob¬ 
jects  at  about  500  feet  in 
altitude  north  of  the 
field.  One  object  seemed 
to  explode  silently,  the 
pièces  separating  as  if  a 
jigsaw  puzzle  was  being 
taken  apart.  The  object 's 
total  size  was  now  doubled 
by  the  séparation  of  the 
pièces.  This  broken  object 
was  now  about  200  feet 
from  the  intact  object.  It 
was  not  reported  how  these 
objects  left  the  scene. 

Sarah  reported  having  an 
urge  to  go  al  one  to  an¬ 
other  field  3/4  mile 
northeast  of  the  Hydro 
field,  and  left  unnoticed 
by  the  others,  walking,  as 
if  in  a  trance.  There,  at 
about  10:10  P.M.,  she  saw 
four  bright  lights  hover¬ 
ing  about  500  feet  above 
the  field.  She  retumed 
home  and  again  slept  for 
12  hours. 

At  10:30  that  evening 
Cathy  dialed  the  téléphoné 
operator  enquiring  where 
to  report  a  UFO  sighting. 
At  the  operator 's  sugges¬ 
tion  she  called  the  On¬ 
tario  Provincial  Police 
and  spoke  to  a  public  re¬ 


lations  officer.  The  of- 
ficer  called  an  acquaint- 
ance  who  contacted  Joe 
Muskat  of  CUFORN,  who  in 
tum  arranged  an  interview 
with  the  witnesses  for  Au¬ 
gust  5. 


AUGUST  4,  9:50  pm 


Once  again  the  teen¬ 
agers,  this  time  accompan- 
ied  by  Jackie's  father, 
went  to  the  Hydro  field. 
Jackie's  mother  at  this 
time  was  walking  a  few 
blocks  away,  and  saw  an 
arrowhead  object  heading 
north  at  an  estimated  20 
miles  per  hour  at  two  feet 
above  Street  level.  Just 
after  her  observation,  the 
people  in  the  field  watch- 
ed  two  hovering  arrowhead 
objects  for  about  two  min¬ 
utes.  Then,  at  an  élévat¬ 
ion  of  500  feet,  the  ob¬ 
jects  ail  headed  eastward 
"like  a  flash". 

Again  Sarah  felt  compel- 
led  to  walk  away  from  her 
friends  to  the  field 
northeast  of  the  Hydro 
field.  Ail  sounds  of  life 
seemed  to  stop.  She  cross- 
ed  the  road  to  the  field 
without  looking  for  cars, 
having  the  feeling  there 
would  be  none,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  there  is 
usually  traffic  on  that 
Street  even  late  at  night 
since  it  is  a  major  north- 
south  artery.  There  were 
no  cars . 

Since  she  was  not  wear- 
ing  a  watch  she  could  only 
estimate  the  time,  but  at 
about  10:05  P.M.  she  saw 
an  arrowhead  object  move 
off  the  Street  to  the 
field,  settling  slowly  to 
a  height  of  two  to  three 
feet  above  the  foot  high 
grass.  She  walked  to  with- 
in  two  feet  of  the  object. 
Suddenly  she  saw  four  sha- 
dow-like  figures  emerge 


from  the  object  and  hover 
in  a  semi-circle  two  feet 
above  the  ground.  The  fi¬ 
gures  were  four  feet  tall, 
footbal  1-shaped,  one  and  a 
half  feet  wide  and  less 
than  one  inch  thick. 

She  looked  at  them  for 
one  to  two  minutes  and 
passed  out.  She  recalled 
being  on  the  UFO  and  ob- 
serving  the  general  area, 
noticing  a  man  in  a  blue 
suit  walking  a  dog.  When 
she  came  to  she  was 
stretched  out  on  the 
ground  about  15  feet  south 
of  where  the  object  had 
been.  Judging  from  the 
time  she  arrived  home  she 
estimâtes  she  was  "out" 
for  about  15  minutes.  She 
again  slept  12  dreamless 
hours . 


PHYSICAL  EVIDENCE 


Sarah 's  mother  reported 
that  Sarah 's  face  was 
highly  flushed  when  she 
arrived  home,  and  that  her 
eyes  were  dilated.  Next 
moming,  apparently  out  of 
curiosity  and  fear,  she 
"washed  off  some  of  the 
redness",  but  it  was  no- 
ticeable  to  Joe  Muskat 
when  he  arrived  to  inter¬ 
view  the  witnesses.  Her 
eyes,  however,  were  no 
longer  dilated. 

After  noticing  the  red¬ 
ness  on  her  face,  Muskat 
enquired  if  she  had  any 
other  marks  on  her  body, 
and  was  shown  a  pin-prick 
clearly  visible  on  the  in- 
side  of  the  index  finger 
of  her  right  hand  and  a 
one-eighth  inch  wide 
elongated  red  scrape  mark 
containing  another  pin- 
prick  at  the  base  of  her 
right  thumb.  These  marks 
healed  in  five  days  with 
no  medical  attention. 

After  describing  the 
events  of  the  previous 
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WEATHER  CONDITIONS 


evening,  and  claiming  to 
Muskat  that  he  probably 
wouldn't  believe  it  but  "I 
was  on  board  a  UFO”,  she 
led  Muskat  and  her  brother 
to  the  site  where  they  ail 
saw  a  triangular  area  of 
depressed  grass.  It  had  a 
grey  pallor,  as  if  the 
chlorophyll  had  gone  from 
it.  The  measurements  that 
Muskat  took  corresponded 
closely  to  the  description 
given  by  Sarah.  He  took 
photographs  of  the  area, 
and  of  her  hand,  and  re- 
tumed  to  call  Fenwick  and 
Tokarz . 

Ail  three  retumed  to 
the  field  with  Sarah  and 
searched  the  area.  Sarah 
then  noticed  a  nickel  and 
a  penny  lying  in  the  grass 
where  she  had  awakened  the 
previous  evening  fifteen 
feet  from  where  the  grass 
was  matted  down  and  dried 
out.  She  searched  her 
pockets,  commenting  that 
she  had  had  eleven  cents 
the  previous  day.  She 
found  only  a  nickel  in  her 
pocket. 

On  August  8th,  following 
a  night  of  heavy  rain, 
soil  samples  and  geiger 
counter  readings  were  tak- 
en  in  and  around  the  de¬ 
pressed  area  revealing  a 
radiation  count  1.6  to  1.7 
higher  than  normal  back- 
ground.  Unfortunately ,  the 
geiger  counter  used  was 
over  20  years  old. 

SOIL  ANALYSIS 


Soil  analysis  (for  ra- 
dioactivity  only)  was  per- 
formed  on  August  17  at  the 
Radiation  Protection  Lab- 
oratory,  Spécial  Studies 
and  Services  Branch,  Mini- 
stry  of  Labour,  at  Ontario 
govemment  offices  in  Tor¬ 
onto. 

ROI  readout  time  was 
2000  seconds  for  gross 
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counts  inside  the  area 
where  the  depressed  grass 
was  found.  Naturally  oc- 
curring  Radon  daughters 
ranged  from  123  to  178, 
with  a  naturally  occurring 
annihilation  peak  of  256. 
Césium  137,  a  long  lived 
fallout  nuclide  reached  a 
peak  of  331.  Potassium  40, 
naturally  occurring,  was 
also  noted.  Radiation 
counts  for  the  soil  ranged 
from  3  to  83,  with  an 
average  count  of  44. 

The  counts  for  the  back- 
ground  or  normal  soil  out- 
side  the  site  ranged  from 
1  to  23,  averaging  out  to 
6.743.  Thus,  the  affected 
soil  was  more  than  six 
times  as  high  in  radiation 
as  the  soil  outside  the 
site,  even  after  a  heavy 
rainstorm. 

In  a  further  interview 
with  Muskat  on  August  9th, 
Cathy  reported  that  on  the 
aftemoon  of  the  4th  some 
of  her  friends  helped  her 
get  up  on  the  school  roof 
where  she  saw  oil  and 
”half-square”  marks.  These 
were  no  longer  visible  a 
day  later.  Describing  her 
observations  of  August 
2nd,  Cathy  related  that 
the  arrowhead  object  had  a 
red  mist  around  it.  It  was 
silent,  and  inside  the 
mist  the  surface  appeared 
white  and  smooth.  It  ho- 
vered,  and  moved  up  and 
down  slowly.  Its  edges  ap¬ 
peared  sharp.  ”The  bottom 
looked  like  pipes  on  the 
bottom  of  a  car”,  she 
claimed. 


On  ail  three  nights  the 
weather  was  clear  and 
warm.  There  were  many 
stars  in  view,  and  moon- 
light  ranged  in  intensity 
from  dull  to  bright.  A  few 
fluffy  white  clouds  were 
noticeable  on  the  night  of 
August  2,  and  there  was  a 
slight  breeze  from  the 
southeast.  The  arrowhead 
object  approached  from  the 
northwest . 

HYPNOSIS  &  “MIB”  INCIDENT 

Three  sessions  with  Sa¬ 
rah  were  conducted  on  Oc- 
tober  10,  18  and  24,  with 
Sarah1 s  mother  présent  in 
each  case.  They  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  Toronto  MD  and 
parapsychology  researcher 
who  specializes  in  hypno- 
sis.  His  name  is  omitted 
here  since  he  does  not 
want  to  be  bombarded  by 
phone  calls  from  persons 
wishing  régressive  hypno- 
sis  (Note  that  this  is  not 
the  same  doctor  who  per- 
formed  the  régression  of 
Gerry  Armstrong  reported 
in  the  first  two  issues  of 
JUFO  -  Ed.) 

The  following  is  a  sum- 
mary  of  the  tape  recorded 
régressive  hypnosis  ses¬ 
sions.  For  cohérence,  a 
few  statements  made  in  the 
second  session  are  includ- 
ed  with  those  of  the  first 
session. 

Oct.  10,  1979:  Sarah 

said  she  was  taken  on  foot 
through  the  UFO’s  wall. 
The  interior  was  bright ly 
and  uniformly  lit  through  - 
out,  and  sharper  than  re- 
gular  lighting.  Sarah  de- 
tected  the  odor  of  chick- 
en.  Her  hands  went  through 
everything  she  touched, 
except  for  an  ordinary  cat 
from  Earth.  She  was  told 
they  had  been  ”growing  it” 
on  board,  and  it  was  to  be 


released  eventually.  The 
créatures  had  not  done  any 
tests  on  the  cat,  which 
roamed  around  freely  in 
the  UFO. 

She  said  there  were  se- 
ven  shadowy  créatures  on 
the  UFO,  and  that  she 
could  see  right  through 
them.  They  were  long  and 
oval,  like  large  American- 
style  footballs  and  were 
four  feet  tall.  They  ap¬ 
peared  crystalline.  Each 
was  of  a  different,  but 
strange  colour. 

They  told  her  telepathi- 
cally  that  they  had  taken 
her  for  tests  to  see  what 
hum  ans  are  made  of. 

They  said  they  had  been 
on  Earth  before  and  would 
return  when  she  was  25. 
She  felt  she  was  on  board 
for  ”what  seemed  like  a 
year .” 

Dr. :  ”Did  you  stay  here  on 
Earth  and  just  look  at  it 
from  the  air?” 

Sarah:  ”Yes.  I  saw  the 
whole  world . ” 

Dr. :  ”Did  they  take  you  to 
any  other  world?” 

Sarah:  ”Well,  they  showed 

me  this  place.  Itfs  red 
and  itfs  there,  but  itfs 
not .  ” 

Dr.  :  ”Was  it  another  plan- 
et  or  star?” 

Sarah:  ”Yes.” 

Dr.  :  ”Do  you  remember  what 
they  did  to  you  that  made 
your  skin  become  tanned, 
sort  of  like  a  sunburn?” 
Sarah:  ”The  bright  lights. 
They've  got  to  stay  on. 
They  hâve  to  hâve  light.” 
Dr. :  ”Why ?” 

Sarah:  ”To  keep  them 

alive. ” 

Dr.  :  ”Why  did  the  bright 

lights  only  cause  sort  of 
a  sunburn  on  your  face  and 
neck  and  not  on  your 
hands?” 

Sarah:  ”f Cause  my  hands 

were  glowing.” 

Dr. :  ”Do  you  know  why  they 
were  glowing?” 

Sarah:  ”No.”

Sarah  described  the  phy- 
sical  examination  admini- 
stered  to  her.  They  put  an 
instrument  in  her  mouth.  A 
Mlight"  was  put  on  her 
thumb  and  index  finger 
which  painlessly  burned 
holes  in  each  of  them. 
Blood  was  extracted  from 
the  holes.  A  machine  was 
placed  on  her  head  Mto 
find  out  what  I  know."  She 
asked  the  créatures  where 
they  were  from,  but  she 
said  she  did  not  know  what 
their  answer  was. 

Sarah  saw  an  ordinary 
English-speaking  human 
male  on  the  UFO.  He  said 
he  was  there  for  the  same 
tests.  He  told  her  his 
first  name  only,  but  she 
recalled  merely  that  it 
began  with  an  fAf.  He  was 
"from  here",  Sarah  said, 
but  not  from  her  neighbor- 
hood.  The  man  said  that  he 
was  taken  aboard  after  she 
arrived  on  the  UFO.  He 
stayed  on  board  after  she 
was  let  go.  The  créatures 
told  her  that  they  were 
going  to  let  him  go  after 
they  had  released  her. 
This  man  may  or  may  not  be 
a  Canadian. 

fAf  told  her  he  did  not 
mind  being  on  the  UFO.  He 


TO 


asked  the  créatures  ques¬ 
tions  when  Sarah  was  pré¬ 
sent,  but  Sarah  could  not 
recall  them.  fAf  had  dark 
hair,  which  was  "going  a 
bit  grey.  He  looked  about 
43".  He  was  "not  very 
tall"  and  wore  casual 
clothing.  He  told  Sarah  he 
was  a  store  owner. 

Sarah  said  there  were  a 
lot  of  plants  and  comput¬ 
ers  on  board,  although 
most  of  the  computers  were 
in  another  room  of  which 
she  merely  got  a  glimpse. 
Dr. :  "How  did  you  get  off 

the  UFO?" 

Sarah:  "They  took  me  out 

the  door.  It  wasn't  a  dif¬ 
ferent  color  door.  It  was 
just  a  little  hole  in  the 
wall.  I  went  through  a 
little  hole.  And  then  they 
put  me  back  to  sleep  and 
then  I  was  on  the  ground." 
Dr. :  "Do  you  remember  how 

they  put  you  to  sleep?" 
Sarah:  "Yes." 

Dr. :  "How?" 

Sarah:  "They  told  me  to  go 
to  sleep." 

Dr. :  "Does  it  still  seem 

very  real  to  you  or  does 
it  seem  like  a  distant 
dream?" 

Sarah:  "Ifd  say  'real1." 
Dr. :  "Were  you  frightened 
at  ail?" 

Sarah:  "No." 

Dr. :  "Did  you  feel  they 
were  good  people,  good  be- 
ings?" 

Sarah:  "Yes." 

OCT.  24 

NOTE:  The  incident  refer- 
red  to  here  occurred  on 
October  11,  1979,  one  day 
after  the  first  session. 
Dr. :  "What  are  you  see- 

ing?" 

Sarah:  "A  funny  man.  He's 

tall,  skinny  and  hefs  got 
funny-looking  shoes  on." 
Dr. :  "How  are  the  shoes 

funny-looking?" 

Sarah:  "I  don't  know. 

They're  just  funny." 


Sarah  told  the  doctor 
she  was  in  the  school 
courtyard  at  lunchtime 
along  with  her  friends.  He 
had  followed  her  to  the 
courtyard  from  the  café¬ 
téria.  The  man  came  over 
to  her  and  told  her  to 
move  away  from  where  her 
friends  were.  Then  he 
started  asking  questions. 
She  said  he  wanted  des- 
perately  to  find  out  who 
her  friends  were. 

Dr. :  "He  gave  you  no  rea- 

son  why  he  wanted  to 
know?" 

Sarah:  "I  think  he  wanted 

to  kill  them." 

Dr. :  "Why?  Did  he  think 

they  were  dangerous?" 
Sarah:  "Yes,  I  guess." 

The  man  said  he  had  a 
lot  of  partners  every- 
where.  He  wamed  her  that 
if  she  did  not  tell  him 
about  everything  on  board 
the  UFO  that  he  and  his 
friends  would  get  after 
her.  And  if  she  went  away 
from  him  while  he  was 
talking  to  her,  he  would 
scare  her  again.  She 
thought  about  calling  for 
help,  but  could  not  be- 
cause  the  man's  "mind  was 
st ronger"  than  hers. 

Sarah  told  him  exactly 
what  she  had  seen  and 
heard  on  the  UFO.  He  seem- 
ed  pleased  with  her  infor¬ 
mation,  only  showing  sur¬ 
prise  when  she  mentioned 
the  computers.  He  said  he 
knew  there  was  a  man  on 
the  UFO.  He  told  her  that 
he  had  spoken  to  fAf 
since  that  time. 

Dr. :  "How  did  your  conver¬ 
sation  end?" 

Sarah:  "He  just  went." 

Dr. :  "You  mean  just  walked 
away?" 

Sarah:  "No.  He  just  disap- 
peared. " 

Dr.  :  "Right  in  front  of 

you?" 

Sarah:  "Yes." 

Dr. :  "Do  you  think  he  was 
human?" 


Sarah:  "No." 

Sarah  had  told  Muskat 
about  the  "Man  in  Black" 
on  October  12.  She  said  he 
stood  six  feet  tall  and 
looked  like  a  dead  person. 
He  had  a  dull  grey  toned 
face,  slanted  eyes  and 
wore  a  black  suit.  Sarah 
could  not  remember  the 
shape  of  the  lips,  but  re¬ 
called  that  his  grin  was 
sinister.  He  had  a  very 
pointed  nose  and  long  fin- 
gemails  on  tapering  fin- 
gers.  His  feet  were  point- 
ing  outward  at  90  degrees. 
His  shoes  had  3-4  inch 
heels . 


DOCTOR’S  SUMMARY 


In  a  summary  of  the  ses¬ 
sions,  the  doctor  noted 
that  Sarah  had  been  taken 
to  a  psychiatrist  several 
months  before  her  expér¬ 
ience  as  a  resuit  of 
school  problems,  the 
strains  of  adolescent  ad- 
justment  and  sibling  ri- 
valry.  He  said  she  had  a 
vivid  imagination  and  had 
claimed  to  hâve  seen  some 
bizarre-looking  ghosts . 
She  had  had  a  very  strong 
interest  in  the  occult  for 
the  past  few  years,  but, 
according  to  her  mother, 
not  much  interest  in  UFOs. 
She  had  not  read  books  or 
magazines  on  the  UFO  sub- 
ject . 

The  doctor  said  the  UFO 
incidents  began  on  July 
23,  whereas  the  3-night 
sequence  of  sightings 
started  on  August  2.  He 
mentioned  that  Sarah 
"claimed"  to  hâve  seen 
some  UFOs  on  that  night 
and  the  two  succeeding 
evenings.  He  used  the  word 
"claimed",  although  he  ad- 
mitted  that  he  did  not  in- 
vestigate  the  sightings  by 
other  people  in  the  area 
at  the  time. 
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The  doctor  conunented 
that  Sarah  was  remarkably 
nonchalant  about  the  en- 
tire  expérience  both  be- 
fore  and  after  the  hypno- 
sis.  This  was  also  her  at¬ 
titude  toward  her  father's 
death,  he  added.  Her  non¬ 
chalance  conceming  his 
demise  was  understandable 
due  to  a  reason  which  must 
remain  confidential .  Her 
casual  attitude  toward  the 
UFO  incidents  is  partly 
explained  by  the  absence 
of  serious  side-effects  on 
her.  An  important  point  to 
note  is  that  she  told 
CUFORN 1  s  investigators 
that  the  expérience  inside 
the  UFO  was  moderately 
pleasant . 

He  said  the  Hines  girl 
seemed  candidly  surprised 
to  hear  what  she  had  said 
under  hypnosis  when  the 
tapes  were  played  back  to 
her.  He  said  her  casual 
attitude  returned  after 
her  initial  surprise. 

CUFORN  COMMENTS 


What  he  does  not  know  is 
that,  from  the  moment 
CUFORN  was  in  touch  with 
her  and  up  to  a  week  after 
the  hypnosis  was  complété, 
CUFORN1 s  investigators  re- 
peatedly  told  her  to  be 
calm  about  the  incident. 
She  was  told  that  abduc¬ 
tions  are  not  as  unusual 
as  most  people  think  and 
that  any  side-effects  on 
her  would  disappear  very 
shortly.  In  other  words , 
the  investigators  condi- 
tioned  her  to  a  casual  at- 
itude . 

This  attitude  condition- 
ing  was  referred  to  by 
John  Musgrave  in  his  arti¬ 
cle,  MThe  UFO  Investigator 
as  Counsellor  and  Healer”, 
Proceedings  of  the  1976 
CUFOS  Conférence,  pp.  198- 
200. 


The  hypnotherapist  said 
that  ”subjects  do  not  hâve 
to  relate  the  truth  while 
questioned  under  hypno- 
sisM.  If  Sarah  was  lying, 
the  doctor  would  not  hâve 
said  that  she  experienced 
genuine  surprise  at  hear- 
ing  a  playback  of  the 
tapes  of  the  hypnotic  ses¬ 
sions.  Others  with  years 
of  expérience  in  the  UFO 
field  hâve  stated  that 
subjects  cannot  lie  under 
deep  hypnosis. 

Dr.  Alvin  Lawson,  in 
MWhat  Can  We  Leam  from 
Hypnosis  of  Imaginary  Ab- 
ductees?”,  1977  MUFON  UFO 
Symposium  Proceedings,  pp. 
107-131,  stated  that  it  is 
possible  to  lie  under  deep 
hypnosis  only  when  sub¬ 
jects  are  deliberately 
told  to  imagine  an  evept 
and  are  fed  leading  ques¬ 
tions  and  outright  sugges¬ 
tions  . 

After  the  first  session, 
Fenwick  asked  the  doctor 
if  he  would  monitor  Sar¬ 
ah1  s  bodily  direct  current 
electrical  field  in  subsé¬ 
quent  sessions.  This  tech¬ 
nique  was  suggested  by  Dr. 
Harold  A.  Cahn,  a  clinical 
hypnotist,  in  his  article, 
”Use  of  Hypnosis  To  Dis- 
criminate  fTruef  and 
’False1  UFO  Expériences”, 
The  A.P.R.O.  Bulletin, 
March,  1979,  pp.  4-5.  Cahn 
said  when  a  subject  is 
faking  there  is  either  ”no 
great  DC  potential  change 
(no  trance)  or  whatever 
verbal  account  they  pré¬ 
sent  is  obviously  dériva¬ 
tive”.  The  doctor  declined 
Fenwick1 s  suggestion,  say- 
ing  that  the  device  is  un- 
reliable,  despite  the  fact 
that  he  has  never  used  the 
instrument. 

The  hypnotist  said  that 
the  sessions  should  stop 
because  of  the  death  of 
Sarah1 s  father  and  her  re¬ 
cent  depressed  State.  How- 
ever,  the  threat  by  the 


Man  in  Black  at  the  school 
may  hâve  been  his  real 
reason  for  discontinuing 
the  hypnotic  régression. 

Possibly,  deeper  hypno¬ 
sis  could  elicit  much  in¬ 
formation  from  Sarah.  Al- 
though  they  are  omitted  in 
this  article,  five  times 
during  the  hypnosis  she 
said  ”1  don't  remember”, 
indicating  that  mental 
blocks  may  hâve  been  im- 
planted  in  her  subcon- 
scious  by  the  alien  enti- 
ties.  It  is  ironie  that 
the  doctor  stated  that  he 
hoped  his  summary  ”will  be 
of  use  to  you  and  your 
colleagues  in  attempting 
to  get  a  better  under- 
standing  of  the  UFO  pheno- 
mena”  (sic)  . 

The  doctor's  written 
summary  made  no  reference 
to  the  taped  session  des- 
cribing  the  Man  in  Black. 
He  did  not  mention  that 
Sarah  saw  a  cat  inside  the 
UFO.  He  did  not  refer  to 
the  photos  Muskat  showed 
him  of  the  marks  on  her 
thumb  and  finger  and  that 
her  mother  noted  that  the 
pupils  of  Sarah* s  eyes 
were  dilated  for  12  hours. 

In  the  summary  and  in  a 
conversation  with  CUFORN1 s 
co-directors  the  doctor 
said  that  Sarah  told  him 
under  hypnosis  that  she 
heard  buzzing  and  beeping 
sounds  when  she  was  aboard 
the  UFO.  Her  account  of 
this  was  not  on  the  tapes. 

In  the  light  of  the  doc¬ 
tor1  s  lack  of  involvement 
with  the  other  facets  of 
the  investigation,  it  is 
not  surprising  to  CUFORN 
that  he  made  the  following 
statement:  ”1  do  not  be- 

lieve  that  any  conclusive 
judgement  can  be  made  at 
this  time  regarding  the 
validity  of  her  account”. 
In  contrast  and  in  conclu¬ 
sion,  CUFORN  judges  that 
this  was  a  genuine  double 
abduction  incident.  • 
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The  wrong  date  was  î  nadvertent  ly  as- 
cribed  to  the  UFO  case  involvîng 
Minnesota  Deputy  Sherîff  Val  Johnson 
in  the  previous  issue  of  Journal  UFO, 
pg.  8.  It  should  hâve  read  Monday, 
Aug.  27,  rather  than  Monday,  Sept.  3, 
as  reported.  The  details  of  the  inves¬ 
tigation  of  this  case,  handled  by  the 
Center  for  UFO  Studies,  can  be  found 
in  the  Center's  publication,  IUR,  Vol. 
4,  No.  3,  Sept/Oct  1979,  pp.  4-9. 

In  light  of  the  Johnson  case,  and 
the  faîrly  recent  Coyne  and  Valentich 
cases,  the  following  two  reports  are 
of  great  interest.  Both  were  brought 
to  our  attention  by  Mr.  X  of  Res  Bur¬ 
eaux,  and  details  appeared  in  Res  Bur¬ 
eaux  Bulletin  No.  51  (Box  1598,  King¬ 
ston,  Ontario,  K7L  5 C8 ,  Canada).

TASMANI A 

"A  former  polieewoman  was  drîvîng 
between  Queenstown  and  Burnie,  on  the 
Murchîson  Highway  of  Tasmanîa,  Austra- 
lia,  on  August  20th  when  she  saw  a 
brîght  green  light  in  the  distance.  It 
was  about  9:20  P.M.  that  both  her 
wrîstwatch  and  the  car's  clock  stop- 
ped.  The  interior  of  the  car  was 
brîghtly  lit  by  the  object  despite  i ts 
apparent  distance  from  the  car.  'For 
some  reason  the  car  suddenly  lost 
ail  power  and  no  matter  what  I  did  - 
change  gears  or  put  my  foot  fiat  on 
the  floorboards,  it  wouldn't  go  faster 
than  50  kmh.

OTTAWA 

"A  pilot  and  passenger  in  a  Cherokee 
Warrîor  (197*0  were  flyîng  at  an  alti¬ 
tude  of  4,000  feet  when  the  wîngs  of 
the  ai rcraft  began  to  glow  a  red  col- 
our.  The  air  speed  îndîcator  started 
to  slow  down  and  then  read  as  "zéro". 
The  passenger  asked  the  pilot  to  take 
the  ai rcraft  down  1,000  feet,  but  the 
pilot  saîd  he  couldn't  as  the  Controls 
were  jammed.  Obvîously,  if  the  aîr- 
speed  had  dropped  to  "zéro"  the  craft 
had  dropped  to  below  the  stal  1  speed 
and  would  begîn  to  descend  in  a  s t a  1 1 , 
but  the  ai rcraft  was  stîll  flyîng.  The 
passenger  saîd  to  the  pilot,  "There  îs 
somethîng  out  there  -  ît  must  be  dî- 
rectly  overhead.  I  can't  see  ît."  The 
pilot  looked  out  the  wîndow  on  hîs 
sîde  and  saîd,  "My  God,  look  at  the 
s î ze  of  ît!  It  must  be  close  to  300 
feet  in  dîameter."  Whîle  the  instru¬ 
ments  însîde  refused  to  respond,  both 
pilot  and  passenger  felt  that  theîr 
ai rcraft  was  movîng  upwards  towards 
the  object  descrîbed  as  a  "rollîng  en- 
ergy  bail  wîth  a  red  radiant  sîde  and 
a  whî te  radiant  sîde".  It  was  estîmat- 
ed  to  be  300  feet  in  dîameter  and 
about  50  feet  in  thîckness.  Insîde  the 
ai rcraft,  the  pilot  checked  the  car- 
buretor  and  checked  for  an  engîne 
seîzure,  but  he  could  only  descrîbe 
the  instruments  and  Controls  as  havîng 
gone  haywîre.  The  propeller  was  wînd- 
mîllîng,  the  compass  was  swîngîng 
about,  and  the  NDP  beacon  had  flîpped 
around.  After  fîve  to  eîght  minutes  of 
thîs  confusion,  the  object  broke  away 
and  flew  off  înto  a  cloud  to  the  west. 
Shortly  after,  the  instruments  began 
to  return  to  normal.  The  engîne  kept 
runnîng  wîthout  stallîng,  (the  throt- 
tle  was  left  open) .  And  as  the  object 
departed,  the  upward  movement  stopped, 
and  the  ai rcraft  began  to  lose  alti¬ 
tude.  By  the  t î me  the  altîmeter  start¬ 
ed  workîng  once  more,  ît  read  "5,000 
feet",  and  the  pilot  estîmated  hîs 
ai rcraft  had  already  dropped  at  least 
1,000  feet.  The  object  could  stîll  be 


seen  as  ît  passed  out  of  the  cloud  in 
the  distance  and  sped  away  înto  the 
sunset  faster  than  any  jet  observed  by 
the  passenger." 

The  pîlot's  sprîng  wound  wrîstwatch 
stopped  at  9:00  P.M.  (the  tîme  of  the 
encounter)  but  strangely,  the  passen- 
ger's  electrîc  watch  contînued  to 
functîon.  The  pilot  also  belîeved  the 
clock  on  the  aîrcraft's  instrument 
panel  also  lost  several  minutes,  but 
he  couldn't  confî  rm  thîs.  A  letter  re- 
garding  the  second  case  îs  fîled  in 
the  Non-Meteorîc  Sîghtîng  File  at  NRC 
î  n  Ottawa,  ( N 79/0 71) . 

SPANISH  UPDATE 

Th/ fol  1  owing  reports  from  Spaîn 
corne  to  us  wîth  the  courtesy  of  our 
Spanîsh  correspondent,  Fernando  Cerda 
Guardia.  Even  though  further  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  events  îs  not  possible 
in  an  attempt  to  t  ry  to  îdentîfy  theîr 
true  nature,  ît  îs  nevertheless  înter- 
estîng  to  note  the  global  nature  of 
the  phenomenon,  and  the  surprîsingly 
sîmîlar  character  î  s  t  î  es  reported. 
SEVILLE 

On  Saturday  20th  January  1979,  at 
about  20:30  hours,  Teresa  Fernandez 
Ortega  happened  to  be  in  the  yard  of 
her  house  sîtuated  in  Las  Colonîas 
quarter,  in  Olîvares  (province  of  Sé¬ 
vi  lie),  when  she  was  suddenly  startled 
by  a  deafenîng  sound.  On  lookîng  up, 
she  saw  somethîng  whî ch  she  descrîbed 
as  "a  sparklîng  flame  movîng  quîckly 
away  at  a  low  altitude".  On  beîng  ask¬ 
ed  if  the  sound  remînded  her  of  any- 
thîng  she  saîd  that  "she  dîdn't  know 
about  î ts  source,  ît  was  so  loud  that 
she  was  very  scared  and  could  only  re- 
member  what  she  had  previously 
stated".  Her  husband,  José  Delgado 
Sanchez,  admîtted  to  havîng  heard  the 
sound  but  when  he  went  out,  the  lîght 
had  already  dîsappeared. 

A  couple  résident  in  the  same  area 
also  ob$erved  the  same  intense  lîght 
to  wh  î  ch  Teresa  Fernandez  referred.  At 
that  very  moment,  theîr  house  was  left 
in  darkness,  and  they  found  that  the 


cap  of  a  bulb  in  the  terrace  had  com- 
pletely  melted  through  the  glass,  but 
filaments  of  the  bulb  were  not  dam- 
aged,  and  the  fuses  hadn't  blown 
eî  ther .

SEVILLE 

At  daybreak  on  Sunday  28th  January 
1979,  in  Olîvares  (province  of  Se- 
v î  1  le)  ,  Francisco  Velâzquez  Freîre, 
39,  had  an  unusual  expérience.  Due  to 
hîs  beîng  absent  from  home,  hîs  bro- 
ther-în-law,  José  Lopez  Garcia,  an- 
swered  ail  our  questions. 

Accordîng  to  José,  who  reported  the 
sîghtîng  such  as  Francisco  had  told 
hîm,  on  that  day ,  once  the  TV  pro¬ 
grammes  were  over  and  when  Francisco 
was  on  hîs  way  to  bed  he  heard  an  un¬ 
usual  sound  wh  î  ch  prompted  hîm  to  look 
out  of  the  wîndow.  Wîth  much  surprise 
he  notîced  three  brîght  b  a  1  1  s  in  the 
sky  whîch  emîtted  a  brîght  red  light; 
they  were  movîng  away  and  eventually 
dîsappeared  from  sîght. 

The  sîghtîng  lasted  about  six  min¬ 
utes,  and  Francisco  Valezquez  followed 
the  objects  movements  wîth  much  atten¬ 
tion.  He  descrîbed  one  of  the  objects, 
the  bîggest,  as  "sîmîlar  to  a  beach 
bail";  the  other  two  were  somewhat 
smaller,  wîth  the  dîameter  of  a  hand¬ 
ball. 

Accordîng  to  hîs  b rothe r- î n- 1 aw, 
Francisco  dîd  not  wake  them  up  so  as 
not  to  alarm  hîs  mother  who  was  sound 
as leep. 

As  ît  happens,  ten  minutes  before 
thîs  incident  occurred,  the  local 
group  for  the  study  of  the  UFO  phenom- 
ena  had  rîdden  past  the  area  wîth  ail 
the  fîlmîng  equîpment  they  use  in 
theîr  nightly  rounds  of  inspection.

On  Tuesday  6th  February  1979,  sever¬ 
al  UFOs  were  sîghted  in  the  province 
of  Murcîa,  in  the  areas  of  Murcîa  and 
Alcantarîlla  y  Balsîcas.

A  crowd  of  people  gathered 
in  the  main  square  at  the  Albaîcîn 
suburb  in  Granada  to  watch  the  move¬ 
ments  of  a  UFO  whîch  was  movîng  away 
at  a  low  al t î  tude.

MURCI A 

On  Wednesday  7th  February  1979,  at 
about  22:00  hours,  Joaquîn  Sanchez 
Martinez  experîenced  a  spectacular 
sîghtîng  in  the  vîcînîty  of  Archena, 
province  of  Murcîa,  on  the  road  to  El 
Parque  near  the  dam  of  the  Segura 
Ri ve  r . 

The  wî tness  was  drîvîng  back  from 
Archena  and  as  he  was  comîng  out  of  a 
sériés  of  bends  at  an  approxîmate 
speed  of  60  km  per  hour,  hîs  engîne 
began  to  faîl  as  wel  1  as  hîs  elec- 
trîcal  System.  After  parking  on  the 
sîde  of  the  road,  he  got  out  of  the 
car  to  hâve  a  look  at  the  engîne.  Sud¬ 
denly  he  was  aw are  of  an  intense 
brightness,  and  on  lookîng  up  he  saw 
an  enormous  object  whîch  he  estîmated 
was  60  métrés  in  dîameter,  at  an  alti¬ 
tude  of  30  métrés.  It  emîtted  a  dazzl- 
îng,  whîtîsh  lîght,  and  on  î ts  perî- 
meter  ît  had  a  sériés  of  yellow  and 
orange  1  î  ghts  . 

The  wî tness  was  unable  to  move  in 
spîte  of  hîs  efforts  to  do  so,  untîl 
the  object  dîsappeared  in  a  South- 
Southeast  direction,  after  two  min¬ 
utes.  Durîng  thîs  tîme,  Joaquîn  San¬ 
chez  felt  an  unusual  îtchîng  ail 
through  hîs  body  whîch  ceased  the  mo¬ 
ment  the  object  dîsappeared.  The  car's 
engîne  agaîn  began  to  work  normal ly. 

Joaquîn's  relatives  later  declared 
that  on  that  same  nîght  the  wîtness 
arrîved  home  in  a  State  of  nervous 
dîsorder  and  fear.

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CASTELLON  de  la  PLANA 

On  Wednesday  7th  February  1979,  at 
about  20:30  hours,  a  UFO  was  seen  by 
Antonio  Andres  Vicente  and  his  family, 
residents  in  Peniscola  (province  of 
Castel  Ion  de  la  Plana).  The  object 
hovered  over  the  sea  at  an  altitude  of 
200  métrés  and  was  one  km  away  from 
the  coastline.  The  object  consisted  of 
several  oval  pièces,  with  an  intense 
light  on  i  ts  centre  and  several  inter¬ 
mittent  lights  on  i  ts  borders.  The 
sighting  lasted  three  minutes.

SEVILLE 

On  Friday  9th  February  1979,  between 
22:30  hours  and  23:00  hours,  a  group 
of  people  observed  a  formation  of  at 
least  15  bright  dots  in  the  San  Jer- 
onimo  quarter,  in  Seville. 

One  of  the  witnesses,  Miguel  Perez, 
was  told  by  his  father  that  "the  stars 
were  moving".  He  went  out  to  the  yard 
and  saw  the  bright  objects  with  lights 
similar  to  those  of  stars.  They  were 
moving  in  an  East-West  direction, 
rocking  sideways,  and  kept  a  triangu- 
lar  formation  which  occasionally 
changed  to  rhomboid.  "They  were  flying 
at  a  high  altitude,  thei r  movements 
were  very  rapid  and  one  of  them  seemed 
to  be  the  guide,  having  a  stronger 
light".  Father  and  son  observed  the 
"lights"  for  about  10  minutes,  until 
they  disappeared  in  the  clouds.  Ac- 
cording  to  the  witnesses  "the  possi- 
bility  of  their  being  balloons  or 
parachutists  has  to  be  rejected,  since 
during  the  time  of  the  sighting  the 
wind  was  blowing  in  a  South-North  di r- 
ecti  on".

JET  DIVERTED  BY  UFO 


A  Spanish  commercial  jetliner  en 
route  from  Majorca  to  Tenerife  in  the 
Canary  Islands  encountered  two  flying 


objects  described  as  bright  red  b  a  1  1  s 
while  flying  at  24,000  feet  over  the 
Medi te rranean  island  of  Ibiza  shortly 
before  midnight  on  Sunday,  November 
11  ,  1979. 

The  34-year-old  pilot  of  the  Cara¬ 
velle  jet,  Francisco  Lerdo  de  Tejada, 
reported  that  two  "intense  red  lights" 
streaked  across  the  sky  toward  his 
plane  shortly  after  take-off.  Before 
long  they  had  closed  to  within  an 
estimated  half-mile  from  the  jet— 1 ïn- 
er,  and  at  this  point  the  pilot  order- 
ed  his  passengers  to  fasten  their 
safety  belts.  The  strange  "objects" 
apparently  buzzed  the  plane  twice  be¬ 
fore  Lerdo  diverted  from  his  flight 
path  to  descend  rapidly,  making  an 
emergençy  landing  at  Valencia  Airport. 
None  of  the  109  passengers  and  seven 
crew  were  reported  injured  during  the 
encoun te  r . 

According  to  Lerdo,  Madrid  radar  de- 
tected  the  unidentified  phenomena  and 
monitored  their  12,000  foot/30  second 
descent  as  they  apparently  followed 
the  jet  down.  A  descent  of  12,000  feet 
in  30  seconds  is  équivalent  to  an  av¬ 
erage  vertical  drop  of  about  250  miles 
an  hour,  a  feat  no  known  plane  could 
accomplish.  The  di rector  of  the  Valen¬ 
cia  airport  reported  seeing  the  ob¬ 
jects  hovering  over  the  airport  after 
the  plane  had  landed,  and  it  was  also 
reported  that  an  air  Phantom  jet  was 
sent  up  to  film  them.  Spain's  trans¬ 
port  minister,  Salvador  Sanchez  Teran, 
ordered  an  investigation  into  the 
even  t . 

We  hope  to  obtain  further  details  on 
this  case  in  the  near  future  from  our 
Spanish  correspondent,  Fernando  Cerda 
Guardi a.

The  science  of  parapsychology  is 
mourning  the  death  of  one  of  its 
founding  fathers.  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Rhine, 
who  coined  the  term  "ESP"  in  his  mono- 
graph  !TExtra  Sensory  Perception" ,  pub- 
lished  by  the  Boston  Society  for 
Psychic  Research  in  1934,  died  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  20  at  the  âge  of  84.  He  had  been 
in  ill  health  for  several  years.  Much 
of  his  research  had  been  carried  out 
at  Duke  University  up  until  his  re- 
ti rement  in  1965,  after  which  he  set 
up  his  own  research  organ i zat i on ,  the 
Foundation  for  Research  on  the  Nature 
of  Man. 

The  development  of  parapsychology  as 
a  science  against  the  background  of 
"conventional "  science  is  well  docu- 
mented  in  a  book  entitled  Parapsychol¬ 
ogy  and  the  Nature  of  Life  by  John  L. 
Randall,  published  by  Harper  and  Row 
in  1975.  Those  pioneering  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Ufology  would  do  well  to  read 
Randall 's  book,  and  to  take  heart. 

And  now,  46  years  after  Rhine's  con- 
troversial  treatise,  cornes  evidence 
which  may  explain  how  ESP  is  possible. 
Recent  experiments  in  particle  physics 
indicate  separate  subatomic  particles 
exhibit  apparently  i  nstan taneous  com¬ 
munication,  an  effect  which  may  be 
linked  to  what  Brian  Josephson  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  University  (the  youngest  man 


ever  to  win  the  Nobel  Prize)  calls 
"the  higher  abilities  of  man".  An  ar¬ 
ticle  in  the  November  Scientific  Amer¬ 
ican  by  Bernard  d'Espagnat  says  that 
five  of  eiqht  recent  experiments  in 
quantum  mechanics  indicate  this  possi- 
bility.  Furthermore,  d'Espagnat  States 
in  his  concluding  paragraph  "Most  par¬ 
ticles  or  aqgregates  of  particles  that 
are  ordînarily  regarded  as  separate 
objects  hâve  interacted  at  some  time 
in  the  past  with  other  objects.  The 
violation  of  separability  seems  to 
imply  that  in  some  sense  ail  these  ob¬ 
jects  constitute  an  indivisible 
whol e . " 

But  you  read  that  in  issue  1  of 
Journal  UFO.  Gerry  Armstrong  was  told 
"...ail  is  one.  Ail  things."  (p.  5). 
Maybe  it's  about  time  we  started  1 ï  s  t - 
ening  more  closely  to  what  our  abduct- 
ees  tell  us .  •

In  one  way  or  another 
almost  everything  that  is 
written  about  our  UFO  vis- 
itors  centres  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  who  they  are. 
While  we  discuss  their  be- 
havior  at  length,  their 
looks,  the  manoeuvres  and 
appearance  of  their  craft, 
their  seemingly  supema- 
tural  tricks  and  so  on, 
ail  that  is  basically  just 
trimming  to  the  great  mys- 
tifying  matter  of  their 
identity.  After  about  30 
years  of  broad,  though 
mostly  amateur,  research, 
we  are  still  as  curious  on 
that  point  as  we  were  at 
the  start,  because  we  re¬ 
main  uninformed. 

Letfs  not  forget,  how- 
ever,  there  is  a  question 
on  the  other  si de  of  the 
coin  which  is  almost  as 
interesting.  Namely,  who 
do  they  think  we  are?  As 
they  hâve  managed  to  find 
our  spot  in  the  universe 
and  apparently  hâve  h ad 
lots  of  time  to  look  us 
over,  they  surely  know 
much  more  about  us  than  we 
about  them.  But  are  we  un- 
derstandable  créatures  in 
their  eyes  or  just  oddit- 
ies  outside  what  they  con- 
sider  the  normal  course  of 
development? 

Going  through  the  CUFOR 
files,  I  find  incidents 
that  may  provide  one  or 


two  answers.  One  of  these 
in  particular  seems  to 
suggest  they  do  not  rate 
us  very  highly  on  their 
scale  but  consider  us 
harmless  ail  the  same, 
perhaps  like  children.  / 
Described  in  vol.  3,  no. 
3,  p.  3,  an  incident  oc- 
curred  one  September  night 
in  1974  above  a  mountain 
campsite  near  Invermere  in 
south-central  British  Col¬ 
umbia.  While  two  couples 
watched  from  the  camp 
grounds,  a  large  bright 
light  appeared  si lent ly 
overhead  and,  after  moving 
back  and  forth,  final  ly 
settled  in  a  hovering  po¬ 
sition  about  200  feet 
above  a  nearby  ridge.  At 
that  point  most  of  the  ac¬ 
tion  was  lost  from  view 
for  one  couple,  Rene  and 
Pat  Spocchi,  whose  cabin 
was  less  favorably  situat- 
ed.  But  for  the  other  two, 
Jim  and  Wanda  Wright,  it 
marked  the  beginning  of  an 
eerie  drama  lasting  about 
four  hours..  In  that  period 
the  strange  glowing  ob- 
ject,  which  through  a 
spotting  scope  they  could 
see  was  flanked  by  two 
smaller  lights  making  up  a 
total  width  of  600  feet, 
performed  a  bewildering 
assortment  of  tricks  as  if 
for  the  spécial  benefit  of 
the  witnesses . 


There  was  a  narrow  beam 
of  light  directed  downward 
that  somehow  lit  up  the 
whole  mountain  ridge.  Then 
there  was  a  gaggle  of 
small  lights  scampering 
above  the  ground  like 
birds  over  a  freshly  seed- 
ed  field,  yet  their  move- 
ment  was  smooth  and  rhyth- 
mical.  While  this  went  on 
the  mother  light  staged 
its  own  act,  changing 
shape  and  position  and 
flashing.  Finally,  as  if 
on  signal,  the  little 
lights  stopped  their  live- 
ly  movements,  fell  into  a 
straight  line  and  sped  to- 
ward  the  parent  body  which 
then  encompassed  them  and 
climbed  away  until  it 
looked  like  just  another 
star. 

Ail  this  would  be  fas¬ 
cinât  ing  in  any  circum- 
stance,  but  the  point  I 
wish  to  emphasize  is  that 
the  show  seemed  designed 
especially  for  the  witnes¬ 
ses,  as  the  visitors  made 
it  plain  they  knew  they 
were  being  watched.  As  Jim 
and  Wanda  took  tums  look- 
ing  through  the  spotting 
scope,  each  received  a 
blinding  flash  in  the  eye 
directed  squarely  at  them 
from  the  main  light. 

f,For  me  it  was  almost 
game  over  when  that  hap- 
pened,”  Jim  said.  ”For  a 
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couple  of  minutes  I  could- 
n*t  see  anything.” 

How  the  visitors  knew 
the  campers  were  there  in 
the  darkness  at  a  distance 
of  two  miles  or  so  has  to 
be  another  story  which 
probably  never  will  be 
written.  Yet  obviously 
they  knew  not  only  that 
much  but  also  that  Jim  and 
Wanda  were  harmless  and 
would  never  understand  the 
spectacle  they  were  watch- 
ing  (though  here  it  must 
be  said  that  Jim,  with 
engineering  expérience , 
made  a  diligent  effort  to 
absorb  as  much  as  he 
could)  . 

Although  our  visitors* 
pranks  usually  imply  we 
are  in  the  kindergarten 
class,  they  sometimes  take 
on  a  much  rougher  edge 
than  shown  in  the  Wrights* 
case,  and  in  CUFOR  files 
I  hâve  a  particularly  good 
example  of  how  rough  these 
sky  people  can  become. 

As  with  the  Wrights,  the 
incident  occurred  near 
Invermere  in  the  *Play- 
ground  of  Gods,*  and  I  use 
the  title  originated  by 
CUFOR  several  years  ago 
because  there  seems  little 
doubt  that  the  ufoperators 
perform  many  of  their  an- 
tics  just  for  fun.  In  the 
case  of  Joanne  Hammond, 
they  scared  the  pretty  16- 
year-old  girl  almost  out 
of  her  wits,  yet  they  did 
no  in jury  to  her  or  damage 
to  the  car  she  occupied. 

As  reported  in  vol.  2, 
no.  3,  p.  5,  Joanne  was 
driving  from  Radium,  B.C., 
one  winter  night  in  1969 
when  a  speeding  aerial 
light  flashed  toward  her 
windshield,  only  to  zoom 
away  in  the  last  split- 
second.  In  that  brief 
instant  she  had  a  glimpse 
of  what  looked  like  a  tiny 
airplane  with  swept-back 
wings  measuring  about  four 
feet  across,  a  hump  on  top 
and  a  small  t  ail -fin.  The 


light  shone  from  somewhere 
in  the  centre. 

After  its  initial  attack 
the  smal 1  craft  then 
started  to  play  a  terrify- 
ing  game  of  tag  with 
Joanne  which  continued  un¬ 
til  just  before  she  reach- 
ed  her  destination  several 
miles  away.  Those  who  saw 
her  there  said  the  expér¬ 
ience  had  left  her  white 
and  trembling,  and  she 
told  them  she  would  never 
again  drive  alone  at 
night.  When  I  met  her  two 
years  later  she  was  still 
sticking  to  her  resolu¬ 
tion. 

Although  I  do  not  know 
of  another  witness  in 
Joanne* s  case,  her  account 
did  hâve  supporting  évi¬ 
dence  of  an  impressive, 
even  if  indirect  kind.  It 
was  in  the  form  of  a  re¬ 
port  filed  a  few  years 
earlier  by  my  friend  W.K. 
(Bill)  Allan,  then  of  Cal- 
gary  and  now  of  Kelowna, 
B.C.,  in  which  he  recount- 
ed  the  expérience  of  cow- 
hand  William  Hertzke  near 
Cochrane,  Alberta,  one 
October  moming  in  1965. 

Looking  around  for  a 
little  dog  that  sometimes 
nipped  at  his  horse*s 
heels,  Hertzke  noticed  a 
metallic  object  glinting 
behind  a  stand  of  trees. 
Dismounting  and  going 
doser,  he  discovered  it 
was  a  tiny  airplane  with 
tapering  swept-back  wing$ 
and  a  small  dôme  on  top. 

The  similarity  between 
his  description  and 
Joanne* s  in  1969  was 
striking,  though  Hertzke 
had  the  chance  to  observe 
much  more  detail.  He  said 
the  craft  included  what 
looked  like  an  instrument 
panel  a  control  column  and 
two  form-fitting  seats  for 
*  about  an  80-pound  young- 
ster. *  A  small  door  to  the 
cabin  stood  ajar  and,  most 
surprising  of  ail,  the  ob¬ 
ject  was  suspended  about 


18  inches  above  the  ground 
without  visible  support. 

I  hâve  cited  Joanne* s 
case  mainly  because,  like 
many  car-chasing  inci¬ 
dents,  it  gives  us  another 
glimpse  of  our  visitors* 
apparent  opinion  of  hu- 
mans ,  an  opinion  that 
seems  to  be  we  are  a  bit 
of  a  joke  and,  like  child¬ 
ren,  are  good  for  some  fun 
now  and  then.  This  was 
suggested  also  by  the 
Wrights*  expérience  in  the 
mountains . 

With  the  addition  of  the 
Hertzke  case,  however,  we 
get  back  at  them  to  some 
extent,  for  a  remarkable 
aspect  of  it  was  that  the 
little  aircraft  was  left 
not  only  unattended  and  in 
plain  view  but  with  the 
door  open,  much  as  an  ir- 
responsible  youngster 

might  treat  the  family 
car. 

Perhaps,  despite  their 
marvelous  techniques,  our 
visitors  can  be  infantile 
iust  as  they  consider  us. 
After  ail,  to  coin  a 
phrase,  it  takes  a  child 
to  know  a  child. 

•  •  • 

There  is  a  letter  on 
hand  which  would  readily 
qualify  for  *Matching  Cas¬ 
es*  as  it  gives  a  good 
description  of  a  circular 
(as  seen  from  below)  UFO 
with  three  lights  set  in  a 
triangular  pattern.  The 
vehicle  thus  resembled,  in 
some  detail,  objects  re¬ 
ported  in  other  sightings 
(see  particularly  vol.  2, 
no  .  3 ,  p  .  7)  . 

However,  as  the  writer*s 
expérience  also  qualified 
as  a  close  encounter,  and 
as  he  took  pains  to  ex- 
plain  the  impression  it 
made  on  him,  I  carry  the 
letter  separately.  It  was 
sent  by  Kent  Grant,  a 
grade  10  student  at  secon- 
dary  high  school,  who  ask- 
ed  that  his  address  be 
published  in  hope  that 
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anyone  with  a  similar  ex¬ 
périence,  or  otherwise 
wishing  to  write,  will  get 
in  touch.  It  is  Box  1574, 
Hope,  B.C. ,  VOX  1L0.  He 
wrote : 

Nov.  2,  1979  was  the 
night  my  sighting  occur- 
red.  That  evening  I  at- 
tended  our  school's  first 
dance  of  the  year.  After 
the  dance  I  walked  home 
with  several  of  my 
friends.  It  was  about  one 
o'clock,  and  though  it  was 
late  I  wasn't  tired. 

I  stayed  in  bed  until  my 
parents  were  asleep,  then 
crawl ed  out  my  ground- 
floor  window.  This  may 
Sound  a  bit  strange  but 
itfs  not  unusual  for  me  to 
do  this.  When  I  go  for 
these  noctumal  adven- 
tures,  I  always  go  to  the 
same  place  out  of  habit,  I 
guess.  The  place  is  a  bar 
in  the  Fraser  River  where 
I  often  go  fishing. 

It  had  been  raining  but 
the  sky  was  quite  clear 
now.  No  moon  that  I  no- 
ticed,  just  stars.  Itfs 
quite  a  dark  walk  so  I 
carried  a  flashlight. 

When  I  reached  the  bar  I 
sat  down  and  surveyed  the 
sky,  looking  at  the  stars. 
At  that  time  there  was  no- 
thing  unusual.  When  I  had 
looked  at  the  whole  sky  I 
came  back  to  the  part 
where  I  had  started  and 
got  the  biggest  shock  of 
my  life.  Low  in  the  sky 
was  a  white  light  about 
the  size  of  a  silver  dol¬ 
lar.  I  watched  it  grow 
bigger  and  bigger,  then  it 
disappeared  as  if  it  had 
dipped  down  behind  some- 
thing  (maybe  the  tip  of  a 
mountain,  I'm  not  sure). 
Then  it  reappeared  bigger 
than  ever.  It  came  over 
the  mountain  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river  and  was 
glowing  strongly.  As  you 
look  away  from  the  bright, 
white,  glowing  centre 


there  is  a  very  noticeable 
blue  haze  surrounding  it. 

Everything  about  this 
object  was  unusual  but 
there  were  two  things  that 
stuck  out.  One,  the  blue 
haze  caused  a  black  light 
effect.  I  was  wearing 
light-colored  clothing  and 
the  blue  light  caused  it 
to  appear  bleached  whiter 
than  ever.  Two,  when  I 
looked  into  the  core  I  got 
the  distinct  feeling  that 
the  blue  light  was  walling 
me  in.  I  could  see  out  of 
the  corner  of  my  eyes  a 
solid  blue  wall  as  if  the 
light  had  formed  into 
something  tangible  and  so¬ 
lid.  When  I  looked  away 
from  the  white  core  the 
sensation  disappeared. 

The  light  stayed  in  the 
same  place,  hovering,  foj 
maybe  three  minutes  then 
rose  vertically  and  did  a 
U-tum  in  the  sky  at  about 
100  feet,  ail  in  a  single 
motion.  It  was  only  at 
this  point  that  I  got  any 
idea  of  the  size  and  shape 
of  this  thing,  as  well  as 
a  few  other  details  which 
were  impossible  for  me  to 
notice  when  it  was  in 
front  of  me. 

Its  closest  point  to  me 
was  100  feet  directly 
overhead.  It  was  like 
something  about  the  size 
of  an  average-sized  house, 
only  round,  tossed  up  100 
feet  in  the  air.  It  was 
huge ,  maybe  50  feet  or 
more  in  diameter  if  it  was 
to  make  an  imprint  on  the 
ground  somewhere.  It  was 
round  and  hollow,  like  an 
upside  down  dish.  It  had  a 
rim  aroun'd  it  fixed  with 
little  pinpoints  of 
lights.  TTiis  part  rotated 
slowly.  Inside  the  dish 
were  three  thrusters  or 
whatever  you  want  to  call 
them,  set  in  triangular 
formation.  I  called  them 
thrusters  because  they 
were  what  I  guessed  gave 


the  object  its  lift-off 
and  propulsion. 

The  blue  haze  and  white 
glow  became  barely  vis¬ 
ible.  The  thrusters  were 
bright  orange  and  lit  up 
everything  around  them  or¬ 
ange.  I  felt  like  I  was  in 
an  empty  room  lit  by  a 
floodlight  that  color. 

The  object  moved  at  a 
fairly  slow  speed  and  I 
was  in  this  orange  light 
for  about  one  minute  at 
the  outside.  The  blue  haze 
reappeared  and  ail  of  a 
sudden  so  did  the  bright 
white  light.  It  flashed  in 
my  eyes  and  blinded  me  for 
a  second.  My  eyes  really 
ached  bad  now.  Ail  the 
lights  were  really  bright 
and  Ifd  been  watching  them 
for  about  10  minutes  at 
close  range.  I  didn't 
really  want  to  miss  any- 
thing  but  I  couldn't  look 
at  them  any  more.  I  stop- 
ped  to  rub  my  eyes  and 
when  I  looked  up  again 
there  was  nothing  there, 
no  stars,  no  lights  in  the 
distance,  nothing.  It  was 
like  walking  from  outside 
in  the  bright  s  un  into  a 
not  quite  as  brightly  lit 
room.  For  a  while  you 
canft  see  things  too 
clear ly . 

I  waited  a  while  to  see 
if  the  thing  would  corne 
back  but  it  didn't  so  I 
started  home.  When  I  woke 
up  the  next  morning  I  did- 
nft  feel  too  well.  I  felt 
dizzy  and  nauseated.  I  fm 
not  sure  that  h as  any  con¬ 
nection  with  what  happened 
but  I  felt  it  should  be 
mentioned. 

I  forgot  to  mention  two 
important  things  in  my 
rush  to  get  this  typed  and 
to  you.  One,  there  was  a 
sound  made  by  the  object. 
It  was  a  high  pitched 
sound  just  within  my  hear- 
ing  range.  I  had  my  hear- 
ing  tested  as  part  of  an 
experiment  at  school  a 
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while  back.  I  hâve  a  range 
of  19,000  cycles  per  se¬ 
cond. 

The  second  thing  was 
that  there  was  a  smell. 
The  closest  thing,  though 
nowhere  near  exact,  I  can 
find  to  describe  it  is  a 
drill.  When  one  runs  a 
drill  there  is  a  definite 
smell  that  is  caused  by 
electricity  through  the 
mot  or  or  something.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  kind  of 
like  the  smell  as  I  like 
the  smell  caused  by  what¬ 
ever  it  was . 

I’m  not  sure  how  unique 
or  how  common  my  sighting 
was  but  it  was  definitely 
a  unique  expérience  for 
me.  I f 1 1  probably  never 
forget  it  even  if  I  want 
to . 

•  •  • 

With  world  concem  cen- 
tred  on  the  situation  in 
the  Middle  East,  and  par- 
ticularly  on  the  threaten- 
ed  position  of  the  Iranian 
oil  fields  and  Persian 
Gulf,  I  remembered  that 
several  years  ago  I  wrote 
an  éditorial  linking  phas¬ 
es  of  UFO  activity  with 
hostilities  in  that  area. 
I  located  the  éditorial  in 
vol.  2,  no.  8,  published 
six  years  ago.  Headed 
fHoly  Land  Crises  £  UFOs 1 , 
it  said  in  part: 

’The  point  we  wish  to 
make  is  that  there  is  a 
striking  parallel  between 
major  UFO  flaps  and  major 
crises  in  the  Middle  East. 
Consider  first  of  ail  that 
the  peak  years  of  UFO  ac¬ 
tivity  on  a  global  scale 
were  1947-48  (f47  was  the 

start  of  it  ail,  at  least 
in  terms  of  news  cover - 
age),  1952,  1956,  1967  and 
1973.  There  hâve  been 
flurries  at  other  times, 
but  these  years  mark  the 
true  flaps,  with  some  al- 
lowance  being  made  for 
moderate  extension  into 
the  months  immediately  be- 


fore  and  after.” 

To  support  that  state- 
ment,  the  éditorial  in- 
cluded  this  list  of  criti- 
cal  events: 

1947-48:  The  State  of 
Isreal  is  founded  and  the 
first  Arab- Israël  war 
breaks  out. 

1952:  King  Farouk  is 

exiled,  Nasser  becomes 
leader  and  the  stage  is 
set  for  later  wars. 

1956:  The  second  Arab- 
Israeli  war  breaks  out  and 
Egypt  seizes  the  Suez 
Canal . 

1967:  The  famous  six-day 
war  occurs,  third  of  the 
sériés . 

1973:  Israelis  and  Arabs 
are  at  it  again. 

When  the  next  UFO  inva¬ 
sion  occurred  in  1978  (see 
vol.  5,  no.  1,  pp.  1-5  for 
major  sightings)  it  would 
hâve  been  appropriate  to 
add  to  that  list  for,  true 
to  form,  there  was  almost 
simul taneously  a  fresh 
outbreak  of  trouble  in  the 
Middle  East  when  Iran  en- 
tered  its  period  of  civil 
upheaval. 

As  we  know  now,  however, 
that  was  just  the  start  of 
more  dramatic  and  alarming 
events.  In  the  months  that 
followed  the  Shah  was  de- 
throned,  the  fanatical 
Ayatollah  Khomeini  retum- 
ed  from  exile,  militants 
seized  the  U. S.  Embassy 
and  Russia  forced  its  way 
through  neighboring  Af¬ 
ghanistan.  It  is  almost 
beyond  belief  that  the  UFO 
waming  could  hâve  had 
such  a  fearsome  sequel, 
yet  there  is  probably  much 
more  to  corne . 

Looking  back,  however, 
we  see  our  space  visitors 
might  hâve  given  other 
danger  signais.  In  parti- 
cular  there  was  an  extra¬ 
or  dinary  incident  in  Iran 
one  September  night  in 
19  76  when  a  strange  bril- 
liant  light  appeared  above 


an  airport  near  Téhéran 
(vol.  5,  no.  1,  p.  5).  Re- 
pulsing  the  efforts  of  two 
fighter  aircraft  to  drive 
it  away,  the  object  re- 
leased  a  smaller  device 
that  plunged  down  to  a 
landing  while  one  of  the 
fighters  circled  helpless- 
ly  overhead,  its  radio 
suddenly  useless.  The  case 
was  unique  for  its  bold- 
ness  of  action,  and  iron- 
ically  it  prompted  a  spé¬ 
cial  report  from  the  same 
U. S.  Embassy  taken  over  by 
the  militants  three  years 
later. 

Another  possible  warning 
was  seen  in  the  skies  over 
Jérusalem  which  stands  as 
a  Symbol  for  so  much  of 
the  Holy  Land's  destiny. 
In  this  case,  as  described 
in  CUFOR's  éditorial  of 
vol.  5,  no.  2,  a  multicol- 
ored  formation  of  UFOs  ap¬ 
peared  over  the  Mount  of 
Olives  early  on  a  January 
morning  in  1979.  Our  ac- 
count  reminded  correspond¬ 
ent  Kazmer  Ujvarosy,  in 
San  Francisco,  of  a  pass¬ 
age  from  the  Acts  of  Saint 
Peter  which  speaks  of  a 
cloud  over  the  Mount  of 
Olives  ”and  again  I  saw 
the  Che  rub i m  c orne  ,  an d 
with  them  were  chariots  of 
light,  and  when  I  had  seen 
the  angels  I  was  dismayed. 
Then  our  Lord  ascended  up- 
on  a  chariot  of  the  Cheru- 
bim,  and  the  clouds  bore 
Him  away,  and  I  heard  the 
sound  of  the  trumpets 
sounding.”  (ch.  1,  9-11). 

Unfortunately  the  events 
following  the  sighting 
last  year  hâve  so  far  been 
of  a  very  different  sort. 

But  if  we  must  still  be 
convinced  that  our  space 
visitors  are  trying  to 
tell  us  something  about 
the  Middle  East,  the  évi¬ 
dence  surely  lies  in  a 
close-encounter  case  that 
occurred  near  Kuwait  in 
the  Persian  Gulf  in  Novem- 
(Cont.  inside  baek  cover) 
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It  was  laie  aftemoon, 
16  June  1979,  a  hot,  sunny 
Saturday  in  Mississauga, 
Ontario.  In  the  backyard 
of  his  Melton  Drive  home, 
real  estate  broker  Traven 
Matchett,  49,  was  painting 
lines  on  his  ping-pong 
table.  His  nineteen-year- 
old  daughter  Donna  was 
skimming  their  swimming 
pool  40  feet  away.  Behind 
her  stood  a  green  picnic 
table  which  something  sud- 
denly  struck  with  a  thud. 
Thinking  the  family  dog 
had  merely  thumped  its 
tail  against  some  cedar 
decking,  she  continued  un- 
distracted.  Seconds  later 
came  a  crack lin g  sound. 
She  tumed. 

The  next  sound  was  Don¬ 
nai  scream. 

A  cylindrical  column  of 
flame  was  shooting  up  from 
a  molten  green  mass  upon 
the  centre  of  the  table. 
Thinking  quickly  she  pick- 
ed  up  a  garden  hose  and 
doused  the  fire  as  her 
father  ran  up. 

”It  was  a  picture  I f 1 1 
never  forget  as  long  as  I 
live,”  says  Matchett. 

Dave  Haisell  and  I  vis- 
ited  the  Matchetts  in  De- 
cember  to  review  the  mys- 
tery  of  MThe  Mississauga 
Blob”.  What  it  is  and 
where  it  came  from  are 
questions  that  still  hâve 
not  been  answered  to  the 
Matchett f  s  satisfaction . 
They  want  to  know  who  is 
responsible,  for  the  fiery 
mass  could  hâve  easily 
struck  Donna,  or  set  their 
house  ablaze  had  it  landed 
on  the  roof.  What  further 
disturbs  them  is  a  growing 
suspicion  that  someone 


else  want s  the  same  an- 
swers  more  eagerly  than 
they  do. 

,fThe  flame  was  like  a 
blow  torch,  magnified, 
shooting  up  through  the 
table,”  Matchett  told  us. 
He  described  it  as  a  very 
intense  light,  reddish- 
orange,  with  yellow 
streaks,  perfectly  cylin¬ 
drical,  about  18  inches 
high  by  eight  inches  wide. 
”A  lot  of  people  were  puz- 
zled  when  we  said  the  top 
of  the  flame  was  fiat,”  he 
says.  ”But  it  was.  What^ 
ever  was  buming  was  driv- 
ing  the  flame  up  18  inches 
-  and  stopped  fiat.” 

The  buming  substance 
was  three  or  four  inches 
high  when  Donna  tumed  the 
hose  on  it. 

”The  fire  was  out  as 
fast  as  I  hit  it  with  the 
water,”  she  says.  ”There 
was  no  smoke  whatsoever, 
just  a  little  vapour.” 

The  extinguished  mass 
shrank  and  solidified. 

”It  was  as  hard  as  that 
immediately  after,”  Match¬ 
ett  said,  as  he  handed  me 
his  chunk  of  the  blob.  It 
was  a  small,  fiat,  dark 
green  mass  with  a  fibrous, 
pock-marked  texture , 

weighing  about  four  ounc- 
es . 

”Donnafs  first  thought,” 
says  Matchett,  ”was  that  I 
had  ignited  something  on 
the  table,  pulling  some 
kind  of  prank.  My  thought 
was  that  maybe  she  had 
laid  a  cigarette  on  some¬ 
thing  and  it  caught  fire. 
Then  both  of  us  realized 
that  we  had  done  nothing 
out  of  the  ordinary  to 
cause  this  thing.” 


Nor,  he  says,  had  his 
next-door  neighbors.  On 
the  advice  of  one  of  them, 
a  pilot,  Matchett  phoned 
the  control  tower  of  the 
Toronto  International  Air- 
port  to  learn  if  the  flam- 
ing  mass  might  hâve  fallen 
from  an  airplane.  It 

hadn't.  ”They  told  me  that 
if  anything  had  fallen 
that  hot  out  of  a  plane, 
the  plane  had  to  be  on 
fire,”  he  says. 

They  advised  him  to 
check  the  nearest  military 
air  bases,  and  the  merry- 
go-round  began.  Matchett 
leamed  that  breaching  the 
fortress  of  officialdom  on 
a  weekend  can  be  impos¬ 
sible. 

”1  called  the  military. 
They  couldn't  give  me  an 
answer.  It  was  Saturday; 
nobody  was  avai labié.  I 
called  the  University  of 
Toronto.  They  told  me  to 
call  the  Ontario  Science 
Centre.  I  called  the  Sci¬ 
ence  Centre  and  they  told 
me  to  call  the  papers,  as 
the  press  might  be  able  to 
send  someone  to  at  least 
look  at  it.” 

Matchett  phoned  The  Tor¬ 
onto  Sun,  which  immediate¬ 
ly  sent  a  reporter. 

”Then  I  called  NASA,  and 
couldn't  get  through  be- 
cause  it  was  Saturday.” 

But  when  the  s tory  broke 
in  the  next  dayfs  Sunday 
Sun,  bedlam  struck. 

”This  place  was  like 
Grand  Central  Station,” 
says  Matchett,  ”and  it  was 
like  that  for  a  whole 
week.  The  story  just  zoom- 
ed  across  the  country. 
Donna  was  giving  inter¬ 
views  on  the  phone  every 


three  minutes.  There  were 
télévision  caméras  here, 
newsmen,  it  was  unbeliev- 
able  the  excitement  there 
was  around  here  over  this 
thing.” 

On  Monday  an  inspector 
from  the  Ontario  Ministry 
of  the  Environment  came 
and  took  a  s  ample  of  the 
green  blob  for  analysis. 
Their  conclusion:  it  was 
merely  polypropylene ,  a 
widely  used  Chemical  plas¬ 
tic  in  such  items  as 
plates,  ash  trays,  and 
toys.  I  asked  the  Match¬ 
etts  if  something  on  their 
picnic  table,  a  plastic 
dinner  plate  perhaps, 
could  hâve  caught  fire. 

”We  donft  hâve  plastic 
dinner  plates,”  says 
Donna. 

Her  father  says  he  re- 
members  precisely  what  was 
on  the  table.  ”There  were 
my  reading  glasses,  a 
ceramic  ashtray,  a  towel, 
a  garden  glove,  and  a  book 
of  matches.  They  were  ail 
there  after  the  blob 
fell . ” 

But  polypropylene,  the 
Ministry  told  them,  is 
also  used  in  frisbees.  If 
the  burning  mass  of  plas¬ 
tic  had  fallen  from  the 
sky,  possibly  an  incen- 
diary  set  a  frisbee  on 
fire  and  tossed  it  into 
Matchett* s  backyard.  The 
Flaming  Frisbee  Theory, 
however,  starts  Matchett 
buming,  especially  when 
he  recalls  the  visit  from 
the  Ministry* s  inspector. 

*’This  guy  walked  into  my 
yard  with  a  pencil,”  he 
says  incredulously .  ”Not  a 
geiger  counter,  not  an  in¬ 
strument,  not  a  thing.  He 
lifted  the  blob  up  with 
his  pencil  and  said,  * It 
looks  like  a  frisbee.  *  I 
politely  invited  him  to 
leave.  He  wasn*t  interest- 
ed  in  listening  to  what  it 
had  looked  like,  what  had 
happened,  the  heat  of  it, 


he  really  had  no  interest 
at  ail.*’ 

Matchett  decided  to  con- 
duct  his  own  tests.  He 
bought  two  $5  frisbees  and 
set  them  on  fire,  the 
first  with  a  blowtorch. 
*’  1 1  took  about  four  or 
five  minutes  to  ignite  it 
and  then  it  just  bumed 
like  an  old,  wet  rag,”  he 
says.  "It  melted  and  sim- 
mered,  but  didn’t  explode 
into  any  kind  of  intense 
fire  the  way  the  blob 
di d . *’  On  the  second  fris¬ 
bee  he  poured  gasoline, 
stepped  back,  and  tossed  a 
lit  match.  ”We  watched  it 
burn  for  a  while  and  there 
was  a  lot  of  smoke,**  he 
says,  but  when  the  blob 
burned,  ”there  was  no 
smoke  at  ail.” 

There  was,  he  recalls, 
after  the  blob  was  extin¬ 
guished,  "a  strong  acidic 
odor,  a  vinegary  smell” 
which  lingered  about  the 
yard  till  Monday  moming. 
He  says  he  was  too  excit- 
ed,  though,  to  pay  much 
attention  to  it. 

Public  interest  was  ex- 
cited,  too.  Quite  natural- 
ly  people  wondered  if 
Matchett  and/or  his  daugh¬ 
ter  had  staged  the  whole 
thing  for  laughs. 

'The  police  came  here 
and  hammered  questions 
left,  right,  and  centre,” 
says  Matchett.  "I  told 
them  everything  I  could 
possibly  tell  them.  In  the 
end  I  said,  'Look,  if  you 
want,  my  daughter  and  I 
will  take  a  lie  detector 
test  if  you  think  there* s 
anything  we're  trying  to 
hedge  or  cover  up.  We're 
telling  you  exactly  as  it 
was . ' ” 

As  he  told  one  reporter, 
"I'm  not  going  to  ruin  my 
picnic  table  for  fun.” 

The  Matchetts  weren't 
asked  to  take  a  lie  detec¬ 
tor  test. 

The  Mississauga  Blob, 


while  it  hasn't  burgeoned 
or  produced  offspring  in 
the  classic  science  fic¬ 
tion  manner,  may  neverthe- 
less  be  evidence  of  an 
"alien  invasion.”  When  the 
blob  story  hit  the  news, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Smith  of 
Sherobee  Drive  -  about  a 
mile  from  Matchett 's  rési¬ 
dence  -  came  to  him  with  a 
curious  story.  About  a 
month  before,  she  said, 
she  found  a  solid,  circu- 
lar  blob  of  plastic-like 
material  in  her  own  back¬ 
yard.  But  unlike  Match¬ 
ett  's  green  blob,  hers  was 
black.  Matchett  then  show- 
ed  her  where  his  blob  had 
melted  between  two  planks 
of  the  picnic  table  onto 
his  concrète  patio  blocks. 
There  she  saw  a  hardened, 
shiny,  jet -black  residue 
identical,  she  told  him, 
to  her  blob. 

Chuck  LeBer  of  nearby 
Brampton  told  much  the 
same  story.  He  had  found 
a  dark-colored  blob  of 
what  appeared  to  be  hard¬ 
ened  plastic  in  his  back¬ 
yard  the  previous  April. 

Both  blobs,  however,  met 
a  fate  hardly  worthy  of 
deadly  invaders  from 
space.  They  were  thrown  in 
the  trash. 

A  third  blob  -  a  whopper 
-  was  given  to  Matchett  by 
another  Bramptonian,  a 
well-to-do  elderly  gentle¬ 
man  who  requested  anonym- 
ity.  When  Donna  hauled  it 
into  the  room  I  almost  ex- 
pected  Steve  McQueen  to 
rush  in,  urging  ail  of  us 
to  flee  Mississauga. 

(Not  again?!) 

To  describe  it  in  a 
word:  grotesque.  Measuring 
roughly  18”  long,  10” 
wide,  and  1”  thick,  it 
weighs  about  eight  pounds. 
Its  design  resembles  a 
huge  pancake  which  someone 
has  squeezed  out  of  a  gi- 
gantic  toothpaste  tube,  or 
an  enormous  brain  that 's 
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been  flattened  by  a  steam- 
roller.  Its  surface  resem- 
bles  that  of  china,  smooth 
and  shiny.  Its  color  is 
pale  green,  but  when 
Matchett  snapped  off  a 
couple  of  fragments  for 
us,  we  found  the  b  lob f s 
interior  to  be  entirely 
white.  Possibly  itfs  just 
a  mass  of  industrial 
caulking.  Whatever  it  is, 
Dave  plans  to  hâve  a 
sample  analyzed,  with  re- 
sults  to  appear  in  a  fu¬ 
ture  issue  of  JUFO. 

Like  its  Mississauga 
cousins,  the  Big  Brampton 
Blob  was  allegedly  dis- 
covered  in  someonefs  back- 
yard.  Why  these  things  ap- 
parently  never  splatter 
onto  frontyards  may  sug- 
gest  a  subversive,  house 
by  house,  plan  of  conquest 
-today  Peel  County,  tomor- 
row  the  World.  In-  which 
case,  ”Follow  me,  Steve!” 

Whatever  these  b  lobs 
are,  and  wherever  they 
originate,  Matchett  just 
doesnft  buy  the  Environ¬ 
ment  Ministryfs  flaming 
frisbee  suggestion  (The 
Ministry  wouldnft  specu- 
late  further,  as  investi¬ 
gation  of  strange  falling 
objects  is  not  their  re- 
sponsibility) .  Not  only  do 
frisbees  not  bum  like  he 
says  the  blob  did,  itfs 
inconceivable  to  him  how 
anyone  could  hâve  tossed 
one  flaming  into  his  back- 
yard. 

”The  trees  at  the  back 
are  about  seventy  feet 
tall.  No  one  threw  it  in 
from  that  end;  I  was 
standing  back  there.  Our 
hedges  are  about  twelve 
feet  tall;  no  one  threw  it 
over  the  hedges.  In  order 
to  get  it  on  the  backyard 
table  they’d  hâve  to  stand 
in  front  of  the  garage, 
throw  it  over  the  garage, 
and  around  the  corner  of 
the  house  to  land  on  the 
table  like  the  blob  did, 
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which  is  impossible.  The 
height  of  that  flame  on 
the  table,  the  intensity 
of  it  -  there f s  no  damn 
way  anyone  could  hâve 
thrown  something  buming.” 

Whether  anyone  could 
hâve  or  not,  Peel  Régional 
Police  were  unable  to  tum 
up  any  dues.  Matchett 
also  gave  them  a  sample  of 
the  blob  for  analysis  by 
the  Centre  of  Forensic 
Sciences  in  Toronto.  In 
retum,  Matchett  was  re- 
fused  a  copy  of  the  lab 
report.  Instead,  claiming 
it  was  a  confidential  doc¬ 
ument,  the  police  never- 
theless  showed  it  to  him 
and  let  him  read  it  three 
times,  once  to  himself, 
twice  out  loud  to  his 
wife.  When  the  police 
left,  he  wrote  the  follow^- 
in g  from  memory: 

”The  analysis  shows  the 
presence  of  two  different 
kinds  of  plastic  -  poly- 
propylene  and  polystyrène. 
The  melted  masses  of  plas¬ 
tic  hâve  no  distinctive  or 
identifying  features.  A 
microscopie  analysis  shows 
the  presence  of  no  other 
unusual  materials.  No 
reading  above  the  normal 
background  reading  of  ra- 
dioactivity  was  encounter- 
ed.  Polypropylene  and 
polystyrène  are  common 
plastics  used  for  a  number 
of  manufacturing  purposes 
in  this  dark  green  color. 
Plant  pots  and  trays  are 
found  to  be  of  this  compo¬ 
sition.  However,  due  to 
the  complété  melting  of 
the  item  no  definite  iden¬ 
tification  of  the  original 
source  ispossible.  Poly¬ 
styrène  is  readily  ignit- 
ible  with  a  match.  Poly¬ 
propylene  is  combustible; 
however,  it  is  harder  to 
ignite.  When  it  bums,  it 
bums  with  vigour.” 

While  this  largely  con- 
curs  with  the  Environment 
Ministry f  s  findings , 


Matchett  feels  the  foren¬ 
sic  lab  didnft  completely 
level  with  him  either. 

”1  mean,  why  bring  a  re¬ 
port  out  here  and  let  me 
read  it  if  I  couldn’t  hâve 
a  copy  of  it?” 

And  why,  he  wonders,  did 
the  lab  want  the  entire 
blob?  Surely  a  sample 
would  hâve  been  enough. 

”The  lab  wanted  every- 
thing,  table  and  ail.” 

Matchett  chose  to  part 
with  neither  his  table  nor 
his  blob,  despite  a  fear 
that  the  blob  might  be  ra¬ 
dioactive.  But  the 

Ministry  and  forensic  lab 
had  no  sooner  assured  him 
it  wasnft  than  Tom  Gray, 
Canadian  director  of  the 
Northeastem  UFO  Organiza- 
tion,  assured  him  it  was. 
He  took  a  reading  about 
two  weeks  after  the  blob 
fell.  He  daims  his  geiger 
counter  indicated  a  very 
light  but  harmless  radio¬ 
active  reading,  above  the 
normal  background  level, 
on  both  the  blob  and  the 
spot  where  it  struck  the 
table.  Matchett  wonders 
how  ”harmless”  the  blob 
might  hâve  been  on  June 
16,  when  he  couldn?t  find 
any  scientific  personnel 
to  check  it  out. 

”What  baffles  me  is  that 
on  a  Saturday  in  June,  if 
a  spaceship  loaded  with 
little  green  men  had  land- 
ed  in  my  backyard,  nobody 
could  hâve  investigated  it 
till  Monday!” 

When  the  news  media 
blitzed  the  blob,  Matchett 
grew  fearful  of  curiosity 
seekers.  He  locked  his 
picnic  table  in  his  garage 
for  a  few  weeks  and  took 
the  remainder  of  his  blob 
to  an  undisclosed  location 
for  safe-keeping.  In  a 
short  time  the  story  lost 
intrigue.  It  became  just 
another  case  of  a  fire-bug 
pitching  a  plate  of  flam¬ 
ing  plastic  into  someonefs 


backyard.  And  whatfs  more 
common  in  weekend  suburbia 
than  a  person  in  an  asbes- 
tos  suit? 

Public  interest  faded. 
For  that,  at  least,  the 
frisbee  theory  relieved 
some  of  the  worries  that 
had  been  plaguing  Matchett 
and  his  family.  ”There 
were  a  lot  of  people  that 
I  never  saw  before  roaming 
around  here  at  different 
times  of  the  day  and 
night,”  he  recalls. 

The  biggest  nuisance  was 
strange  phone  calls. 
”Someone  called  me  one 
night  and  said,  ’We’d  like 
to  corne  over  and  see  your 
table.’  Well,  it  was  two 
o’clock  in  the  moming!  I 
said,  ’You  hâve  to  be  jok- 
ing,’  and  he  said,  ’No, 
we’re  not  kidding.  We’re 
very,  very  serious . ’  I 
said,  'Well,  either  you’re 
kidding  or  you’re  drunk. 
What’s  wrong  with  you?’ 
The  guy  hung  up  on  me .  He 
mu st  hâve  been  drunk  or 
something.  Or  stupid.  Two 
o’clock  in  the  morning  and 
he  wants  to  corne  and  see 
this  table.” 

Dave  and  I  wanted  to  see 
it,  too,  and  Matchett 
gladly  obliged.  He  espe- 
cially  wanted  to  show  us 
what  he  described  as  ”a 
circular  ring  of  plastic- 
like  substance,  almost 
clear,”  on  the  underside 
of  the  planks  where  the 
flaming  blob  landed.” 

He  and  his  daughter  took 
us  to  their  picnic  table 
in  the  backyard.  Matchett

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removed  a  bucket  he  had 
inverted  over  the  scorched 
patch  to  protect  it  from 
the  rain  and  snow.  The 
b  lob  had  left  a  curious 
circular  bum  mark.  About 
eight  inches  in  diameter, 
only  its  perimiter  and  a 
si lver-dol lar  sized  area 
dead  centre  showed  scorch¬ 
ed  paint.  The  area  in  be- 
tween  was  as  green  as  the 
rest  of  the  table. 

”It  was  20  to  30  seconds 
maximum  from  the  time 
Donna  heard  the  thud  until 
the  time  she  extinguished 
the  fire,”  Matchett  told 
us.  Time  enough,  seeming- 
ly,  for  the  searing  blob 
to  scorch  ail  the  paint 
beneath  it ,  if  not  char 
the  wood,  too. 

But  Donna  and  her  father 
describe  the  strange  fire 
from  the  blob  as  cylindri- 
cal,  without  any  flicker- 
ing  fiâmes,  and  its  top  as 
level  as  a  sheet  of  glass. 
Also  peculiar  was  the 


blob f  s  rapid  cooling  and 
solidifying  when  Donna  ex¬ 
tinguished  it. 

"We  touched  it  a  couple 
of  times  right  afterwards 
and  it  was  hard,”  she 
says.  "It  was  ice  cold.” 

Where  the  blob  landed  it 
straddled  two  planks  of 
the  picnic  table.  Droplets 
of  the  flaming  goo  oozed 
through  the  space  between 
them  and  somehow  scorched 
the  wood  on  the  under- 
side,  leaving  a  circular 
black  patch  a  bit  smaller 
than  the  burn  mark  on  top. 
But  that  was  ail  to  be 
seen  when  Matchett  tumed 
the  table  over  to  point 
out  the  plastic  ring  on 
the  scorch  mark1  s  circum- 
ference . 

f,Hey,  it?s  gone,”  said 
Matchett.  ”Itfs  gone.  Re- 
member  the  ring  that  was 
raised  up  there ,  Donna?” 

”Well,  it's  been  out  in 
the  air,”  said  Donna.  ”And 
it  has  rained.”

Matchett  continued  mys- 
tified.  ”Therefs  not  a 
thing  on  that.  You  see 
this  mark  here?”  he  asked 
Dave  and  me,  his  finger 
tracing  the  rim  of  the 
scorched  wood.  ”There  was 
a  circle  of  plastic-like 
material,  a  clear  ring,  on 
that .  ” 

I  wondered,  like  Donna, 
if  the  weather  was  a  fac¬ 
tor. 

”Could  it  hâve  fallen 
off,  and  been  swept  away 
in  the  snow?”  I  asked. 

”No,  no,  no,”  insisted 
Matchett.  ”It  was  as  hard 
as  rock.” 

Donna  agreed.  ”It  looked 
like  it  was  imbedded  right 
into  the  wood.” 

”We?ve  got  pictures  of 
that  and  so  hâve  the  po¬ 
lice.  It  shows  that  ring 
perfectly,”  said  Matchett. 
His  voice  was  betraying 
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the  suspicion  Dave  spoke : 

”It  looks  like  somebody 
has  taken  it  off  for  you.” 

”Someone  has  been  here 
and  taken  it  off,”  con- 
cluded  Matchett.  ”Therefs 
no  doubt  about  it.” 

The  belief  cornes  easily 
to  him.  Aside  from  getting 
crank  phone  calls,  he 
thinks  someone  tried  to 
break  into  his  house,  and 
has  since  had  new  locks 
installed.  But  in  Septem- 
ber  someone  did  break  into 
his  real  estate  office.  He 
found  his  file  cabinets 
rifled  and  documents 
strewn  every where.  As  far 
as  he  knows ,  nothing  was 
taken,  but  nothing  of  the 
blob  nor  his  papers  per- 
taining  to  it  were  kept 
there . 

He  wishes  now  he f  d  taken 
more  précautions  with  his 
picnic  table.  ”Since  itfs 
starting  to  rot  a  bit  any- 
way,”  he  says,  ”Ifm  going 
to  eut  the  burned  piece 
out  aid  screw  on  s  orne  mét¬ 
al  strips  to  secure  the 
planks.”  Until  someone  can 
give  him  a  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  blob, 
he  wants  to  s  ave  some- 
thing  of,  what  he  fondly 
calls,  ”the  most  contro- 
versial  table  in  North 
America. ” 

Would  space  débris  be 
the  explanation  Matchett1 s 
looking  for?  Skylab  didnft 
fall  until  July  11,  but  a 
Chinese  satellite,  MAO  2, 
was  predicted  to  re-enter 
the  atmosphère  over  Michi¬ 
gan  on  Sunday,  June  17.  No 
one  reported  seeing  it 
fall,  however,  but  plastic 
would  hardly  survive  the 
terrifie  heat  of  atmos- 
pheric  re-entry. 

It?s  not  a  meteorite, 
nor  an  industrial  pollut- 
ant,  nor  did  it  fall  from 
an  airplane,  according  to 
the  Environment  Ministry. 

Something  from  a  weather 
balloon?  Same  s  tory,  says 
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Matchett.  Checking  with 
military  air  bases  at  Camp 
Borden  and  Petawawa,  he 
was  told  that  none  of 
their  balloons  were  aloft 
during  the  middle  of  June. 

What  about  amateur  rock- 
etry?  There  is  such  a  hob¬ 
by  group  in  Brampton,  says 
Matchett,  but  supposedly 
police  inquiries  cleared 
them  of  suspicion. 

Even  so,  I  wonder  if 
someone  could  hâve  fired  a 
small  rocket,  with  a  poly- 
propylene  component,  over 
Mississauga.  As  it  spent 
its  thrust,  couldn't  a 
chuck  of  it  hâve  plummet- 
ed,  flaming,  onto  Mat ch - 
ettfs  picnic  table?  Though 
neither  the  Smith  nor  Le- 
Ber  blobs  were  seen  to 
fall,  or  burn,  whofs  to 
say  a  would-be  Robert  God- 
dard  isnft  responsible  for 
ail  three  of  them? 

(As  for  whatever  that 


hideous  Big  Brampton  Blob 
is,  I !m  fingering  a  ro- 
sary . ) 

Ail  Matchett  wants  is  an 
explanation  -  a  reasonable 
explanation  -  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissauga  Blob. 

”If  someone  could  corne 
al on g  and  say  there  was  a 
plane  flying  over  and  it 
was  carrying  such-and- 
such,  and  something  caught 
fire  and  it  dropped  out 
fine.  Just  show  me  the 
part,  how  it  came  about, 
I 1 1 1  accept  it .  But  not 
knowing,  that f  s  what  bugs 
the  hell  out  of  me.” 

But  Matchett  may  be  sty- 
mied  for  a  long  time  to 
corne.  As  he  recal ls  a 
neighbor  telling  him, 
”Strange  things  happen  in 
this  world,  and  you  may 
never  find  out  what  it  is. 
It  may  be  as  mysterious 
twenty  years  from  now  as 
it  is  today.”  • 
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m  THE  GREAT  MISSING  COW  PARTS  MYSTERY

A  fleeting  look  into  certain  aspects  of  the  abyss  called  "Mute  Phenomena" 


Since  the  earlÿ  1960s 
there  hâve  been  an  esti- 
mated  6,000  to  8,000  sur- 
gical  animal  mutilations 
in  the  U. S. A.  The  majority 
of  these  hâve  occurred 
west  of  the  Mississippi 
with  the  States  of  Colora¬ 
do  and  Texas  being  hardest 
hit.  In  the  standard  mute 
event  the  cow,  or  less 
frequently  another  type 
animal,  is  discovered  with 
its  rectum,  sex  organs , 
eyes,  ear,  tongue,  throat, 
or  heart  removed  leaving 
circular  or  curved  s errât - 
ed  edged  cavities  in  these 
parts  of  its  anatomy. 

There  are  many  variables 
in  the  mutilation  mystery. 
Ail  of  these  parts  do  not 
vanish  each  time.  Occa- 
sionally  a  patch  of  hide, 
the  tail  or  something  else 
might  be  taken  also,  and 
often  the  blood  is  missing 
or  strangely  arrested.  As- 
tonished  experts  agréé  it 
reflects  précision  sur- 
gery.  Occasionally  above 
background  radiation  is 
detected  on  the  ground  or 
in  the  wound  edges.  On 
several  occasions  nearby 
living  animais  hâve  become 
walking  skeletons  and  died 
from  an  intestinal  malady 
seemingly  associated  with 
excessive  radiation.  Us- 
ually  predators  give  mute 
victims  a  wide  berth.  Of¬ 
ten  the  animal  appears  to 
hâve  been  dropped  or  let 
down  from  above. 

Confusing  contradictions 
appear  in  a  minor  percent - 
age  of  mute  cases.  In 
northeastem  Colorado  !s 
Logan  County  ail  the  teeth 


were  removed  from  a  cow 
with  surgical  précision. 
In  another  county,  a  cow1 s 
teats  were  lined  up  in  a 
neat  row  on  its  body.  A 
scalpel  was  left  behind 
another  time.  It  would  be 
foolish  to  believe  miracu- 
lous  mute  surgery  is  done 
with  an  ordinary  scalpel. 
Such  things  should  make  us 
reali ze  that  the  cunning 
intelligence  behind  it  ail 
may  be  able  to  make  us  be¬ 
lieve  just  about  anything, 
and  stands  aloof  in  secuyê 
mockery.  Itfs  ail  so  in- 
sane! 

Who  is  doing  this  and 
for  what  purpose?  This 
buming  question  has  swept 
alarmed  counties.  Many 
times  the  secondary  vic¬ 
tims  in  ail  this  hâve  been 
the  brave  and  dedicated 
lawmen  in  the  stricken 
counties.  In  spite  of 
their  herculean  efforts  no 
culprit  has  ever  been 
caught  in  any  of  these 
thousands  of  incidents. 
Another  secondary  victim 
group  is  the  r an  chers  and 
farmers .  Controversy,  an- 
ger,  and  disgust  permeate 
mutilation  counties.  State 
Pathological  lab  spokes- 
men's  constant  parroting 
of  the  predator  theory 
draws  the  ire  of  both 
rancher  and  sheriff. 

Mute  outbreaks  occur  in 
foreign  countries  too.  Re- 
cently  it  was  the  Canary 
Isles,  Panama,  and  three 
western  Canadian  provin¬ 
ces.  The  reactions  are 
identical  in  ail  places. 
The  first  cry  is  "Itfs  de- 
vil  cuit  worshippers ! " 
These  pronouncements  are 


always  made  by  those  with 
no  factual  knowledge  of 
the  total  phenomena. 

Now  that  I  hâve  given 
you  some  background  infor¬ 
mation  let  us  look  at  UFO 
involvement  in  this  situa¬ 
tion.  In  correspondence 
with  me,  Sheriff1 s  Captain 
Keith  Wolverton  stated 
that  from  August  1975  to 
May  1976  Cascade  County, 
Montana  had  122  reports 
of  UFOs  and  unidentifiable 
helicopters.  Some  UFOs 
were  large  constructions 
and  others  were  extremely 
bright  nighttime  lights. 
In  nearby  Judith  Basin 
County  undersheriff  Jerry 
Skelton  wrote,  "I  don't 
know  what  you  got  for 
facts  on  these  UFO  but 
they  are  flying  around 
here.  People  see  them  ail 
the  time,f. 

Pat  McGuire,  a  Big  Lara- 
mie  River  outfitter  and 
guide  in  Wyoming,  provided 
me  with  extensive  UFO- 
Mute  documentation  in  his 
area.  He  referred  to  them 
as  spaceships,  and  his 
multi-witness  observations 
are  many.  In  the  closest 
sighting,  he  described  a 
30  by  500  foot  oval-shaped 
craft  with  dômes  on  top 
and  bottom,  colored  orange 
with  mult i-colored  lights 
spinning  around  it.  One 
night  they  parked  only 
1,000  yards  from  a  mutil¬ 
ation  site,  but  were  still 
unable  to  discover  it  in 
time  to  prevent  it. 

In  Sheriff  Richards1 
Cochran  County,  Texas  area 
two  separate  cows  were 
found  lying  in  the  middle 
of  30  foot  bumed  circles. 
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Above  background  radiation 
was  found.  If  lightning 
was  supposed  to  be  the 
cause  of  these  deaths  it 
was  st range  lightning,  for 
it  was  still  flying 
around.  People  reporting 
it  were  ail  telling  the 
same  story.  It  was  as  wide 
as  a  two  lane  highway, 
with  a  blue  glow  around 
it,  and  was  the  color  of 
the  sun  when  it  is  going 
down . 

Police  Chief  Jon  Liven- 
good  of  Elsberry,  Missouri 
is  quite  positive  UFOs 
were  behind  the  rash  of 
bizarre  mutilations  in  his 
area.  Local  citizens  and 
farmers  reported  the  glow- 
ing  dises  manoeuvring 
right  over  the  farms  where 
the  mutilated  cows  were 
later  found. 

Eerie  bright  objects 
dubbed  Big  Marna  and  her 
baby  UFOs  were  seen  re- 
peatedly  in  Logan  County, 
Colorado  by  law  officers 
and  bewildered  ranch 
hands .  Since  1975,  when 
UFO  sightings  and  mutilat¬ 
ed  animal  reports  began 
flowing  in,  Sheriff  Harry 
Graves  has  recorded  a  to¬ 
tal  of  77  mutilations.  As 
many  as  three  smaller  UFOs 
were  seen  to  emerge  from 
the  belly  of  Big  Marna.  She 
was  chased  by  plane  and 
car  to  no  avail.  She  was 
also  photographed  by  Bill 
Jackson,  a  reporter  for 
the  Journal  Advocate  in 
Sterling. 

Of  ail  the  western  sher- 
iffs  perhaps  Roy  Kitson 
and  his  deputies  of  Madi- 
son  County  Montana  hâve 
had  the  wildest  expérien¬ 
ces  in  the  UFO-Mute  mys¬ 
tery.  Twenty-two  mutila¬ 
tions  hâve  occurred  in  the 
county,  but  the  Virtual 
witches  brew  of  UFOs  far 
outnumber  this  total.  When 
the  glowing  lights  and  jet 
black  helicopters  were 
about,  Kitson,  Richard 


Noorlander  and  Richard 
Laing,  his  deputies,  slept 
with  their  boots  on.  They 
knew  they  were  going  to 
get  hit. 

Late  one  afternoon  they 
were  notified  that  6  cows 
were  de  ad  at  the  head  of 
Horse  Creek.  Two  had  lost 
their  reproductive  organs, 
and  twelve  hours  later, 
before  a  deputy  got  up 
there,  another  suffered 
the  same  fate.  The  six 
calves  with  them  had  va- 
nished. 

In  the  rugged  dark 
mo un tains  up  the  Upper 
Ruby,  the  three  officers 
had  to  contend  with  so 
many  weird  steady  or 
flashing  lights  darting 
low  over  the  terrain  that 
they  finally  bugged  out  of 
there.  Usually  silent, 
helicopter  shapes  and  even 
some  fixed  wing  aircraft 
were  encountered.  To  their 
dismay  the  struggling  law¬ 
men  leamed  that  the  jet 
black  choppers  with  no 
number  or  insignia  also 
had  Windows  that  you  could 
not  see  into.  On  both 
sides  of  the  county  they 
also  spotted  strange  white 
vans  on  the  ground  in  rug¬ 
ged  areas  where  no  vehicle 
could  ever  go. 

The  presence  of  mystery 
helicopters  near  mutila¬ 
tion  sites  has  been  fully 
documented  by  America1 s 
top  mute  phenomenon  re- 
searcher,  Tom  Adams,  Box 
1094,  Paris,  Texas,  75460. 
There  are  now  over  200 
such  incidents. 

Sightings  of  strange  hu- 
man-like  figures  who  might 
be  associated  with  UFO  in¬ 
festation  in  mute  areas 
hâve  been  few  and  far  be- 
tween.  In  the  Laramie  Peak 
mountains  a  figure  wearing 
black  pajamas  with  a  sil- 
ver  box  on  his  back  was 
observed.  On  a  feed  lot 
near  Sterling,  Colorado 
animais  were  mutilated  on 


three  consecutive  nights. 
Two  ranch  hands  staked  out 
the  feedlot  from  a  vantage 
point  on  a  grain  elevator. 
They  saw  three  human-like 
forms  that  seemed  to  glide 
over  the  ground  and  go 
over  a  fence.  Two  cars  of 
arriving  officers  found  no 
tracks  in  the  muddy 
ground,  and  no  mud  on  the 
fence.  In  Blane  County, 
Idaho,  where  nine  or  more 
mutilations  took  place,  a 
forest  service  officer 
watched  two  figures  dres- 
sed  in  identical  black 
hooded  robes  as  they  walk- 
ed  10  feet  from  the  road 
in  sage  brush.  A  subsé¬ 
quent  search  failed  to 
find  them. 

In  the  final  analysis 
may  I  speculate  on  the  one 
remaining  monumental  ques¬ 
tion?  Why  are  the  animal 
parts  being  taken?  Spécu¬ 
lation  number  1,  and  my 
favorite:  ail  this  unrea- 
sonable  mindboggling  acti- 
vity  shall  forever  remain 
beyond  the  grasp  of  the 
human  mind.  It  is  being 
done  by  denizens  from 
stellar  or  inter-dimen- 
sional  sources,  whose  mo¬ 
tives  we  can  never  compre- 
hend.  Spéculation  number 
2:  it  is  a  small  part  of  a 
vast  and  skilful  delusion 
created  by  alien  intelli¬ 
gences  to  keep  us  from 
ever  learning  their  actual 
ultimate  aims .  Spéculation 
number  3:  itfs  a  constant 
monitoring  by  concerned 
aliens  of  our  stupid 
death-dealing  radiative 
and  Chemical  pollution  of 
earth's  environment.

In  Don  Casselfs  book  re¬ 
view  of  Jacques  Valleefs 
"Messengers  of  Déception”, 
(JUFO,  vol.  1.  n.  3,  p. 
21)  I  find  that  some  very 
important  points  were 
omitted  conceming  the  re- 
search  of  my  star  map  by 
Marjorie  Fish.  I  hâve  not 
read  Vallee?s  book,  so  I 
am  basing  my  statements  on 
this  book  review.  Vallee 
is  quoted  as  saying  that 
in  the  universe  there  are 
billions  of  stars  which 
may  approximate  this  pat¬ 
tern.  I  will  agréé  with 
this.  However,  he  omits 
deliberately  three  import¬ 
ant  points.  I  say  ’delib- 
eratelyf,  for  anyone  with 
any  knowledge  of  this  map 
should  know  how  this  was 
obtained.  On  September  19, 
1961  when  my  husband  Bar- 
ney  and  I  were  taken  on 
board  a  UFO  in  the  White 
Mountains  of  New  Hamp- 
shire,  and  given  an  exami¬ 
nation,  I  asked  the  lead¬ 
er  where  he  was  from,  for 
I  knew  he  was  not  from 
this  Earth.  He  showed  me  a 
map  and  asked  if  I  knew 
where  we  were  on  this, 
which  I  did  not.  Then  he 
explained  the  map  briefly 
to  me.  Later  during  our 
sessions  with  Dr.  Benjamin 
Simon,  as  a  post-hypnotic 
suggestion,  I  drew  this 
map  which  resulted  in  the 
research  by  Marjorie  Fish. 

Point  one  is  the  fact 
that  we  are  on  this  star 
map.  Billions  of  other 
stars  may  be  similar  to  my 
map,  but  we  are  not  in  the 
midst  of  these.  So  for  any 
map  to  be  valid  it  must 
include  our  own  solar  Sys¬ 
tem. 
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Second,  my  map  has  a  re- 
mote  similarity  to  the 
stars  in  the  vicinity  of 
Zêta  Reticuli,  according 
to  Vallee.  He  ignores  the 
fact  that  Walter  Mitchell, 
professor  of  astronomy  at 
Ohio  State  University  in 
Columbus  Ohio  inserted  the 
position  of  hundreds,  of 
nearby  stars  into  a  compu¬ 
ter.  He  and  his  students 
requested  the  computer  to 
put  them  in  a  position  out 
beyond  Zêta  Reticuli  look- 
ing  back  towards  our  own 
solar  System,  and  foui>d 
the  map  pattern  obtained 
by  Marjorie  Fish  was  dup- 
licated  with  virtually  no 
variations . 

Dr.  David  Saunders,  a 
statistical  expert  at  the 
Industrial  Relations  Cen- 
ter  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  said  that  by  var- 
ious  lines  of  statistical 
reasoning  the  chances  of 
finding  a  match  among  the 
16  stars  of  a  spécial 
spectral  type  among  the 
thousand-odd  stars  nearest 
to  our  sun  is  at  least 
1,000  to  1.  But  the  odds 
of  matching  perfectly  with 
my  map  by  random  configur¬ 
ation  is  about  10,000  to 
1.  S in ce  this  star  group 
is  not  quite  a  perfect 
match  in  ail  aspects,  the 
odds  are  reduced  to  1,000 
to  1 . 

Third,  on  my  map,  which 
I  had  seen  in  1961,  drawn 
in  1964,  I  had  included 
three  star  Systems  which 
Marjorie  Fish  had  been  un- 
able  to  find.  She  was  not 
able  to  complété  her  re¬ 
search  until  1969  when  the 
’Catalog  of  Nearby  Stars* 
by  Wilhelm  Gliese  was  re- 


leased.  Our  astronomers 
had  found  these  three 
stars,  and  in  the  same 
positions  as  on  my  map. 

Now  for  some  personal 
comments.  In  July  1969 
Marjorie  Fish  visited  me 
for  several  days.  She 
questioned  me  repeatedly, 
obtaining  ail  the  details, 
some  of  very  minor  import¬ 
ance  to  me  at  the  time. 
One  question  involved  the 
erasure  of  one  of  the 
lines  on  my  map.  I  began 
to  draw  this,  and  then  I 
changed  its  position 
slightly.  Later  we  were  to 
find  that  if  I  had  not 
permitted  my  conscious 
mind  to  take  over  and  make 
this  change,  my  sketch  of 
this  map  would  hâve  been 
perfect.  No  errors. 

Another  important  aspect 
of  my  map  is  the  lines 
drawn  from  one  solar  Sys¬ 
tem  to  another.  The  leader 
described  the  solid  lines 
as  routes  to  places  they 
visited  regularly  or  fre¬ 
quent  ly,  while  the  broken 
lines  represented  expédi¬ 
tions  on  which  they  went 
only  once.  In  the  analysis 
of  the  âge  of  these  star 
Systems,  it  has  been  found 
the  broken  lines  go  to 
three  star  Systems  one  to 
four  billion  years  old, 
while  six  Systems  are  four 
to  six  billion  years  old. 
The  solid  lines  go  to  four 
stars  about  ten  billion 
years  old  and  one  of  six 
to  eight  billion  years. 
One  solid  line  goes  to  a 
star  System  which  is  four 
to  six  billion  years  of 
âge  -our  own  solar  System. 
Possibly,  the  UFOs  are  ex- 
ploring  their  own  nearby

You  and  Me

One  of  my  favourite 
people  is  the  well-known 
British  astronomer  and 
science  fiction  writer, 
Sir  Fred  Hoyle. 

Sir  Fred  very  kindly 
allowed  me  to  insert  a 
quotation  from  his  book  Of 
Men  and  Galaxies  in  the 
front  of  one  of  my  own 
books ,  The  Flying  Saucer 
Story.  It  read  as  follows: 

”You  are  ail  familiar 
with  an  ordinary  téléphoné 
directory.  You  want  to 
speak  to  someone.  You  look 
up  his  number  and  you  dial 
the  appropriate  code.  My 
spéculation  is  that  a  sim¬ 
ilar  situation  exists, 
and  has  existed  for  bil¬ 
lions  of  years  in  the  Gal- 
axy.  My  spéculation  is 
that  an  interchange  of 
messages  is  going  on,  on  a 
vast  scale,  ail  the  time, 
and  that  we  are  as  unaware 
of  it  as  a  pygmy  in  the 
African  fores ts  is  unaware 
of  the  radio  messages  that 
flash  at  the  speed  of 
light  around  the  Earth.  My 
guess  is  that  there  might 
be  a  million  or  more  sub- 
scribers  to  the  galactic 
directory.  Our  problem  is 
to  get  our  name  into  that 
directory. . . ” 

There  is  a  mccn  of  vision 
for  you .  What  he  is  sug- 
gesting  is  that  there  is 
some  kind  of  confédération 
of  perhaps  a  million  very 
advanced  civilizations  on 
planets  in  the  galaxy 
working  closely  together, 
and  that  our  problem  is  to 
get  ourselves  sufficiently 
advanced  to  be  accepted  as 
a  member. 

Bearing  in  mind  Sir 
Fred* s  idea,  let  us  now 
take  a  look  at  our  past 
ancient  history  for  a  mo¬ 
ment.  In  Biblical  times 
UFOs  were  called  Chariots 
of  Fire  and  were  also  re- 
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ferred  to  as  Clouds .  There 

is  nothing  new  about  these 
spacecraft,  except  perhaps 
some  of  their  techniques. 
For  instance,  UFOnauts 
seem  to  be  using  phantom 
aircraft  and  phantom  heli- 
copters  so  as  to  corne  in 
to  us  without  being  ob- 
served.  However,  that 
could  be  the  subject  of 
another  article  later  on. 

Anyway,  our  space  visit- 
ors  hâve  always  been  Corn¬ 
ing  to  us.  Here  are  some 
supporting  quotations  from 
the  Old  Testament  in  the 
Bible . 

”And  the  Lord  descended

And  here  is  another.

”Who  are  these  that  fly 
as  a  cloud?'*  (Isaiah  LX.8) 

But  other  religions  re¬ 
fer  to  the  flying  clouds. 
Here  is  an  example  from 
the  ancient  Sanscrit  writ- 
ings. 

*’The  Puspaku  Car.... That 
aerial  and  excellent  car, 

going  everywhere . That 

car,  resembling  a  bright 
cloud  in  the  sky...”  (The 
Ramayana)  . 

Now  I  con  going  to  throw 
out  a  fantastic  sugges¬ 
tion . 

I  believe  that  this  pla- 
net  Earth  is  a  space  co- 
lony.  In  short,  that  we 
hâve  been  put  here  from 
space . 

Incidentally ,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  writer,  the  late 
Charles  Fort,  as  many  of 
you  will  recall,  stated 
that  *we  are  property*. 

I  think  that  Sir  Fred 
Hoyle* s  idea  of  advanced 
civilizations  in  the  Gal¬ 
axy  is  correct.  Further- 
more,  I  consider  that  the 
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advanced  space  civiliza¬ 
tions  colonize  many  plan¬ 
ets  in  the  Galaxy,  not 
just  our  own  world. 

It  is  my  concept  that  the 
aliens  from  space  put  us 
here  original ly,  with 
their  advanced  knowledge 
by  some  kind  of  genetic 
operations,  and  later 
interbreeding  with  us.  You 
will  recall  that  long  aft- 
er  the  création  of  Adam 
and  Eve,  the  Sons  of  God 
came  in  unto  the  daughters 
of  men. 

I  do  not  go  al on g  with 
Darwin’ s  theory  of  humans 
being  descended  from  mon- 
keys .  The  monkeys  were  on 
this  planet  for  some  twen- 
ty  million  years  before 
Cro-Magnon  Man  suddenly 
arrived,  and  had  made  no 
progress  at  ail.  After  ail 
that  time  they  were  not 
clothed  and  could  only 
play  about  with  a  bit  of 
stone  in  their  hands.  The 
long  and  the  short  of  it 
ail  is  that  the  aliens 
from  space  are  the  long 
sought  for  ’Missing  Link * . 

Anyway,  the  aliens  keep 
coming  back  to  watch  and 
check  upon  our  progress. 
Primitive  man  called  them 
gods  because  they  were  so 
advanced. 

I  think  that  our  space 
friends  must  be  a  little 
worried  about  our  progress 
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right  now,  especially  when 
you  think  of  ail  the  nu- 
clear  bombs  and  pollution, 
and  the  war-mongering 
still  going  on  here. 

We  know  that  on  our  own 
planet  races  in  different 
areas  hâve  their  own  stor- 
ies  of  being  created.  The 
Jewish  race  has  the  Gene- 
sis  one  of  Adam  and  Eve. 

I  hâve  just  read  a  well- 
researched  book  called 
'The  Twelfth  Planet1  by 
Zecharia  Sitchin.  The  book 
has  been  published  in  both 
hard  cover  and  paper  back 
in  the  United  States  and 
England.  The  author  is  a 
remarkable  man  and  is 
President  of  a  big  contai¬ 
ner  company  in  New  York.

Apart 
from  the  Jewish  and  Cro- 
Magnon  people,  many  other 
religions  and  races  bear 
witness  to  having  had  vis¬ 
itations  from  the  skies. 
Notably,  the  Aztecs,  Incas 
and  Mayan  races  of  South 
America.  Then  there  are 
the  Ainu  people  of  Japan; 
the  Australian  Aborigines; 
the  Hawaiians;  the  Hindus; 
Irish;  Scandinavians  and 
Tibetans.  Oh  yes,  I  must 
add  the  Chinese  with  their 
Dragon  people  flying  in, 
and  the  Japanese  them- 
selves  with  their  Dogons. 

I  am  sure  that  I  hâve 
missed  some  out.  Yes,  of 
course,  some  of  the  North 
American  Red  Indian 


tribes,  such  as  the  Hopi, 
hâve  in  their  folk-lore 
taies  of  people  coming  to 
them  from  the  skies. 

Anyway,  I  hope  that  I 
hâve  given  you  some  food 
for  thought,  and  that  I 
hâve  not  given  you  indi¬ 
gestion  over  the  possibil- 
ity  that  we  are  a  space 
colony!  •

stars,  and  we  are  one  of 
them.  We  are  living  in 
their  neighborhood,  since 
they  are  six  to  eight  bil¬ 
lion  years  of  âge  compared 
with  our  four  to  six  bil¬ 
lion.  We  are  the  newcomers 
to  the  pathways  of  space. 

Another  piece  of  inter- 
esting  information  is  thé* 
fact  that  the  stars  on  my 
map  can  not  be  se en  from 
he  re .  They  are  visible 
only  south  of  Mexico  City. 
Since  I  hâve  never  been  to 
Mexico,  this  rules  out  any 
possibility  of  hoax.  The 
map  includes  an  area  fifty 
light  years  from  us,  fill- 
ed  with  hundreds  of  stars. 
Out  of  these  hundreds,  my 
star  map  contains  the  only 
16  stars  which  our  astro- 
nomers  believe  to  possess 
the  necessary  characteris- 
tics  for  the  development 
of  life,  for  they  are 
known  as  main  sequence 
types  with  spectral  class 
F5  to  K5.  They  hâve  suf- 
ficient  lifespans  to  allow 
life  to  evolve  on  their 
planets,  and  their  energy 
output  is  stable. 

To  me,  'the  most  import¬ 
ant  point  concerning  my 
star  map  is  that  no  one  on 
this  planet  had  the  know¬ 
ledge  needed  to  sketch  it. 
No  earthling  could  hâve 
done  this .  But  the  map  ex- 
ists.

5) 
ers  fear  to  tread.  For  ex¬ 
ample  : 

"It  is  drilled  into  our 
heads  in  childhood  that 
stories  of  fairies  are 
just  that  -  fairy  taies. 
The  expression  is  used  in 
childhood  to  refer  to  any 
unbelievable  story.  How¬ 
ever,  there  seems  to  be 
some  truth  to  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  fairies  also,  if 
we  are  to  accept  the  word 
of  certain  scholars  who 
hâve  done  extensive  re- 
search  in  this  field." 

An  unavoidable  effect  of 
a  review  like  this  is  to 
abbreviate  what  the  author 
has  already  shortened  to  a 
point  where  he  himself  be- 
comes  a  little  uneasy.  As 
B ray  says  at  one  point  (on 
a  parai lel  universe) :  ”The 
evidence  is  far  too  exten¬ 
sive  to  cover  it  in  any 
depth  in  a  single  chap- 
ter . . . ” 

But  because  he  at  least 
touches  on  several  scien- 
tific  ’no-no’s,  I  am  even 
better  equipped  to  handle 
that  "encounter  of  a  dif¬ 
ferent  kind”  mentioned  at 
the  st art,  for  ufology  is 
made  of  such  things .  •

ber,  1978.  In  that  in¬ 
stance  a  strange  aerial 
craft  landed  near  an  oil 
pumping  station  as  a  group 
of  technicians  watched  in 
amazement.

It  stood  on  three  long 
legs. 

For  reasons  unknown  ail 
radio  and  pumping  equip- 
ment  stopped  operating 
while  the  object  remained 
there  several  minutes  be- 
fore  shooting  up  out  of 
sight .
